LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 


Married Guardsmen at Laredo. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I am a private in the national guard, stationed 
at Laredo, Tex., and am a married man with a 
dependent wife. There are many men like me 
and many others who are worse off, because they 
have babies which are uncared for during their 

» stay on the border. 
The Post-Dispatch is the paper which will print 
the facts about the great injustice done to the St. 
* Louis boys who desire to go home to take care of 
- their dependent families, but who are detained, al- 
most forcibly, from doing se. 

Our Captain rositively refuses to give out any 
epplicatiop blanks for a release, or to furnish any 
information on the subject. He threatenes the 

+ men who endeavor to obtain a release with things 
totally beyond his Jurisdiction. According tv 
him, any man who obtains a release will not re- 
ceive any pay for the time he has served, will 
have to pay his own fare back home, and his uni- 
form will be taken off before he leaves. The last 
threat means that those men will te turned away 
in their undérwear, as most of the boys left their 
civilian clothes at home. 

It is @ well-known fact that a married man 
cannot join the army, unless his wife gives con- 
sent. In our case this law, or regulation, was 
violated. We were commanded to sign the papers 
and take the oath mustering us into the United 

» States service. These commands were accompa- 
»* Bled by the vilest of threats, if we refused to 
_ sign. This is a plain case of duress. It is safe 
to say that 95 per cent of the men did not know 
‘the extent of their new obligations, or were scared 
‘nto their new contract by duress. 

Personally, I am not only willing, but eager to 

“+ protect Uncle Sam's interests wherever I may be 
needed, but as long as no absolute necessity ex- 
ints, I feel that my place is at home with my 
wife. 

Secretary Baker’s order to send all married men 
with dependent families home was plain enough. 
It is not fair to St. Louis employers who are pay- 
ing full or part salaries, to detain us longer than 
is absolutely necessary, and when Secretary Baker 
gave the order, he plainly implied that married 
men could be released without putting the country 
in jeopardy. St. Louis families want their men 
back, and so 49 St. Louis employers. 

I am asking the Post-Dispatch to show us the 
way to get back home to families and employers, 
‘who need us worse than the national guard does. 
Should an emergency arise, we all would be glad 
as one man to resume our places in the ranks and 

, Go our duty by Uncle Sam, but we do not feel that 
we should be imposed upon unnecessarily. 

If the Post-Dispatch will take this matter up 
for us, it will have the everlasting gratitude of 
the St. Louis people and St. Louis employers, who 
need us as much as we need them. 

We are anxiously looking for a statement from 
the Post-Dispatch on this subject.

| END OF ‘A CONFUSED CAMPAIGN. 

A verdict in the most unsatisfactory primary 
campaign held in Missouri since the passage 
of the direct nomination law will be rendered at 
the polls next Tuesday. 

Misguided citizens have associated themselves 
to force decisions on the issue of religious preju- 
dice. Other misguided citizens have associated 
themselves to make hyphenated racial issues the 
dominating influence in the choice. 

Every member but one of 4n unpopular and 
strikingly inadequate State administration has 
presumptuously asked a vindication from just 
criticism and a nomination for further prefer- 
ment. 

But one question of public policy has assumed 
definite and emphasized form and that is a ques- 
tion of bad faith that ought never to have been 
introduced into the campaign. Opponents of 
the high license system have sought to commit 
candidates for Governor to the passage by trick- 
ory of a State-wide prohibition act as an emer- 
gency measure and the prevention in this way of 


@ popular expression on the act under the refer- 


endum. 

The confused campaign of negation, contradic- 
tion, evasion and personalities is not without 
some plain considerations affording a guide to 
voters. No candidate for Governor who is not 
unmistakably against the suggested perversion of 
the referendum should have the support of intel- 
ligent voters. Of the 10 aspirants but three— 
Col. Frederick D. Gardner, Democrat, and Hugh 
McIndoe and Henry Lamm, Repubicans—have 
declared positively against it. Several have pro- 
fessed that they are not committed on the sub- 
ject. Valid reason exists for believing that 
others have yielded and given the pledge. 

Because of their joint participation in many 
of the unworthy acts of the existing administra- 
tion and disappointing individual record and at- 
titude, Messrs. Roach, Barker and Atkinson 
should be denied support. Their part in the 
school fund scandal alone should be sufficient to 
bring condemnation and a meager vote to Messrs. 
Roach and Barker. 

After eight years in the office of State Auditor, 
John P. Gordon introduced the issue of third- 
termism by demanding a renomination. He 
should be decisively defeated. 

Better material for Congress is offered in the 
Thirteenth District than Walter Lewis Hensley, 
objectionable opponent of reasonable prepared- 
ness and of the President’s strict neutrality 
policy. Samuel Rosenfeld promises the strongest 
candidacy in the Twelfth District to oppose L. 
C. Dyer. 

Powerful and selfish interests are opposing the 
renomination of A. M. Woodson, a present mem- 
ber of the Supreme Court, who wrote the decision 
expressing the conviction of himself and his 
colleague as to the entire validity of the St. 
Ioouis ordinance imposing the mill tax on the 
traction company. 

His opponent for the Democratic nomination 
is Charles B. Stark, whose lobbying activities 
and expenditure of public funds in lobbying for 
the old, corrupt School Board of St. Louis 
brought upon him the censure of the very court 
of which he now aspires to be a Judge. The 
defeat of Justice Woodson under the circum- 
stances would be a State reproach. 

In making selections for the highly important 
posts as Circuit Judges the recommendations of 
the Bar Association will be found valuable and 
helpful. The indorsed candidates on the Demo- 
cratic ticket are these: 

Walter N. Davis, Manton Davis, Hickman 
P. Rodgers, Franklin Miller, Joseph S. Mc- 
Intyre, Emerson F. Schnepp and Abraham 
Lowenhaupt. 

The following are recommended on the Re- 
publican judicial ticket: 

Leo S. Rassieur, Wilson N. Taylor, Franklin 
Ferriss, Truman Post Young, Benj. J. Klene, 
Eugene Blodgett, Vital W. Garesche or Everett 
Paul Griffin. 

William Zachritz, Republican candidate for 
the Circuit bench, should be defeated. His course 
during the Central Traction boodle scandal when 
a former member of the court should permanent- 
ly bar him from judicial responsibilities. 

Just and wise decisions by the electorate as 
a whole under the difficulties of the present vear 
will be a further tribute to the power of the 
voters to discriminate en mass and to their right 
to the popular primary.

us, the most peaceful and peace-loving people 


in the world, 

The Kaiser is in violent disagreement with the 
views expressed by Maximilian Harden in Die 
Zukunft. He said: 

The outbreak, however, was not to te pre- 
vented because at the decisive moment the 
will of the military chiefs was more power- 
ful than that of the statesmen. Grey’s promise 
to pledge the whole power of England and 
his own reputation upon the maintenance of 
proper relations between the triple entente 
and Germany, if peace be preserved, they re- 
garded as an empty swindle,

printed. 
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THE PREY DESTROYS THE HAWK. 
Berlin reports that a submarine has shot down a 


British biplane somewhere over the North Sea. If 
the report is true it is one of the most singular 


surprises that have developed in the use of these 
two new engines of war. It is no less surprising in 
its way than the cabled news story a year or two 
ago that a lobster had destroyed gn eagle which 
pounced upon him in British waters, the gigantic 
crustacean having clung to the thonarch of the 
skies till he drownéd him. (For our part we 
avowed agnosticism toward the earlier piece of 
natural history.) 

That a subsea boat can destroy the aerial craft 
which the authorities affirm is the best weapon

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SOME PRIMARY LAW DEFECTS. 

One of the gravest defects of the direct nomina- 
tion system, says Candidate Henry Lamm, is that 
it gives “enormous temptation’ to make all kinds 
of promises to the people. In a district where a 
certain position is popular, he says, a candidate 
vill profess to favor that position, while in a dis- 
trict where it is unpopular he will profess to op- 
pose it—in dry territory he will say he is a pro- 
hibitionist and in wet territory a high license man. 

But were candidates never painfully voluble in 
promises_under the convention system? Did the 
natural history of candidates as they have been 
known since self-government began change with 
the gradual disappearance of that system? Judge 
Lamm must have forgotten it, but the side-step- 
ping aspirant for office who is all things to all men 
by no means came in with the introduction of 
the reformed primary plan. 

The direct nomination law admittedly has de- 
fects. The Judge points out some of them. But if 
a candidate has different sets of principles for dif- 
ferent sections, he must practice deception more 
publicly, and hence less successfully, under the 
direct nomination than under the convention plan. 
The fact that a popular nomination may be made 
by less than a majority was perhaps the objection 
most strenuously urged against the adoption of 
the new law by the bosses. But the people insisted 
on its adoption with their eyes open and with this 
objection clearly in mind. 

The minority represented by a candidate named 
in a popular vote may sometimes be small. But 
it will never be smaller than the meager minority 
of the voters of the party represented by the can- 
didate for whom a boss-controlled majority of the 
delegates in a convention sometimes voted in the 
old days, on which Mr. Lamm looks back in a gold- 
eu retrospect.

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TWENTIETH CENTURY TREASON. 

“War treason” was the charge on which six 
more Belgians are reported to have been executed 
by the Germans.

THE LAW OF BALDNESS. 

The discovery of the law of the bald head is 
a triumph of science just won and won, too, by 
a woman, Miss Dorothy Osborne of Ohio State 
University. 

Knowing this law, you will never speculate 
when you see a bald-headed man on the extent 
to which his infirmity—deformity some call it— 
must be due to early piety. Neither will you 
assume that he married unhappily or that his 
hair in whole or part has been sacrificed to in- 
tense mental effort or that he lost it in illness 
from some one of several febrile diseases. Neither 
will you be responsive when the barber tells you 
that the stuff he has in a bottle is the finest 
thing in the world to keep it from falling out. 
You will know that it won’t be of any use. 

For bald-headedness is hereditary. Yes, singe- 
ing, shampoos, massage, quinine and other tonics 
have value, but not as arplied to your head. To 
do you any good, they should have been pains- 
takingly applied to your parents. 

If you are a woman and both your parents were 
bald, you are going to be bald. If you are a man 
and your mother was bald, you are going to be 
bald and there is no use doing anything about it. 
You may have more than a touch of it if your 
father was bald. 

Miss Osborne’s discovery seems to have ‘as firm 
a basis in observed fact as Mendel’s famous law 
as to heredity in hybrids and is a lot more inter- 
esting. It helps to make the bald-headed man, 
for whom science heretofore has done nothing at 
all, more reconciled. To be a fatalist as to one’s 
baldheadedness—could greater relief be provided? 
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The less food for hunger in Europe, the more 
food there is for reflection. 
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A PEAOE TRUST. 

To take a hand in world protection after this 
war is fought out is a worthy object of our pre- 
paredness which has been frankly discussed in 
many quarters since the conventions. If we are to 
count for anything in world protection we must 
have force. 

The United States is not for offensive and de- 
fensive alliances, but in a league to enforce and 
maintain peace it would play its part; must play 
its part in any possible international peace or- 
ganization. The initiative to obtain peace may 
fall to this country. The initiative in the forma- 
tion of a world’s peace organization may be ours. 
There must be force to execute and compel com- 
pliance with the edicts of any tribunal. The jus- 
tice court. must have its constable. If there is to 
be a world’s constabulary the United States must 
furnish its share of the power, represent its part 
of the compulsion. 

It is a long way to the realization of the dream 
of peace without compulsion. Yet the nations will 
have learned much by the folly of mutual destruc- 
tion. Mutual suffering, loss, waste, may incline 
nations towards unison, as these things have 
sometimes brought warring individuals and

OUR. RIGHTS IN GREENLAND. 


UST A MINUTE has launched a protest against 
J giving up our rights in Greenland just at this 
time. We feel that this protest will grow in 
volume and earnestness, and that it cannot be long 
until the Government realizes the unwisdom of un- 
dertaking anything of the kind before we see what 
the weather is going to do, anyway.

1 Purchase of the Danish West Indies 


A BARRIER AGAINST TROUBLE. 

Chicago Herald: The virtual completion of 
negotiations for the purchase by the United States 
of the Danish West Indies is officially announced 
at Washington. It was expected that the treaty 
would be signed yesterday and sent at once to 
the Senate. It is stated that the agreed price is 
$25,000,000. 

From strictly economic viewpoints the price may 
be deemed somewhat high. From strategic and 
political viewpoints it mey not be so regarded. 
These island are in an embarrassing position to 
use if.they should come into the possession of any 
strong foreign Power. It is among the possibili- 
ties of the European conflict that they might 
change owners. 

Their purchase would be the erection of a bar- 
rier against trouble in the defense of the Panama 
Canal, and in case an outcome of the European 
war should be an effort toward those “‘compensa- 
tions elsewhere,’”’ of which we have heard ugly 
hints whenever any compromise peace is men- 
tioned. Hence their acquisition by this country 
is desirable. Their apparent high price-may prove 
an economy in the end. 


OF STRATEGIC IMPORTANCE. 
Washington Times: As a matter of interna- 
tional comity, there may be justification even for 
paying an excessive price for the islets. The real 
excuse for it, however, is their strategic impor- 
tance. If it be true that just at this time Ger- 
many is disposed to witifiraw objections to a dis- 
posal of the island by Denmark, it would seem an 
auspicious time to buy them. Just now, Germany 
is cultivating the good graces of Denmark, because 
Denmark is not only one of its important sources 
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bands than in the possession of some other na- 
tion. Under the agreement made we are to pay 
$25,000,000 for the islands, which we could have 
had in 1902 for $5,000,000 had there not been a 
hitch attributed to German influence, the Danish 
Parliament failing to ratify. The whole area 
if the three islands is little more than three times 
that of Pittsburg, being 138 square miles. Most 
of the population is negro and the products are 
sugar and rum.: The islands have no commercial 
importance, so their acquisition by us may be con- 
sidered merely protective. 

Years ago it was realized we must have a foot- 
hold in the West Indies and efforts were made to 
secure Santo Domingo, the black republic which 
our naval forces very recently pacified, and which 
has been one of the most active revolutionary 
volcanoes among our neighbors. During Gen. 
Grant’s first term in the presidency a conven- 
tion for annexation was made but was rejected 
by Congress. At that time Gen. Grant felt a great 
mistake had been made because the recently freed 
negroes in the United States presented a serious 
problem. He thought then Santo Domingo would 
be just the place in which to colonize our negro 
population, besides which he regarded it as of 
strategic value to the country. The Danish islands 
are not big enough for colonization purposes. St. 
Thomas is distinguished for its earthquakes, and 
some European nations already have coaling sta- 
tions on them.

This agree- 
ment was rejected by one House of the Danish 
Parliament, said to have been under German influ- 
ence. For 10 years thereafter bargaining was 
resumed at different times, only to be check- 
mated by the same interests. 

The price now proposed, $25,000,000, seems 
large, but as an insurance against the menace of 
an inimical Power it is cheap enough. One natu- 
ral harbor in these islands is capable of shelter- 
ing a considerable fleet. In our hands, this sta- 
tion would be formidable for defensive purposes. 
Occupied by a possible enemy, it could be made 
a base for the most serious aggressions. 

Circumstances are now favorable for the com- 
pletion of a transaction which has had the ap- 
proval of two generations of American statesmen. 


BARGAIN FOR DENMARK.

‘Suffragettes’ Threat 


Cincinnati Times-Star: The Argentine Re- 
public has been celebrating the centennial of its 
independence. Americans will fully understand 
and appreciate the patriotic feelings with which 
their South American friends are observing this 
important event. 

Argentina came into the world’s eye through 
the daring adventures of the early Spanish ex- 
plorer’s. Searching for a southwest passage, Juan 
Diaz de Solis, in 1516, landed incautiously on the 
Argentine shore and was murdered by Indians. 
Those who escaped returned to Spain and declared 
they had found a new fresh water sea. Four years 
later the interpid Portuguese explorer, Ferdinand 
Magellan arrived. Cabot entered the River Plata 
in 1527. Pizarro’s thrilling conquest of Peru in 
1632 started other explorers off afresh and the 
outposts of the early Spanish civilization were 
pushed to the slopes of the Andes. 

All Europe was unsettled in 1806 when France 
and Great Britain were at war, and there were 
many strange combinations and cross purposes at 
work which reached even to the Spanish colonies. 
A British force, which landed in the Argentine, 
was a result of this condition, and in driving it 
to surrender the Spanish colonists were inspired 
to go further and throw off their allegiance to the 
Spanish crown. 

The spirit of independence was born and when 
the Napoleonic dynasty was set up in Madrid, 
troubles began which precipitated the crisis: In 
May, 1810, a junta was formed which superceded 
the authority of the Viceroy. The united prov- 
inces of Rio de Ja Plata fell out, and on July 9, 
1816, a formal declaration of separation was signed 
and Argentina set up her capital at Buenos Aires, 
today the fourth city in population in the Western 
world. There were wars and revolutions after 
that, but the Argentine Republic survived, and has 
since taken her place in the family of nations. 
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Louisville Evening Post: Certain advocates 
of woman’s suffrage are threatening the utter de- 
struction of the Democratic party unless the pres- 
ent Congress will submit to the people of this 
country an amendment to the Federal Constitution 
providing for woman’s suffrage. 

The meaning of this is that the states the wom- 
en can control, and have controlled by small ma- 
jorities, will be as powerful as the states, like 
Michigan, Ohio and New York, which have re- 
jected woman’s suffrage by a tremendous ma- 
jority. 

For that reason we trust that the amendment 
will not be submitted. The states that want wom- 
an’s suffrage can have it now. States that do 
not want it should not have it forced upon them 
by other states; not even though 47 states favored 
it and one rejected it. 

We think the managers of the suffrage cam- 
paign overestimate their power of intimidation. 
They are so arranging their majorities, largely 
mythical, as to give them the casting votes in the 
electoral college. 

Woman suffrage won in California by a majority 
of 3587, in Montana by 3714, in Nevada by 3676 
and in Oregon by 4161. It has just lost in Iowa, 
where suffragists were confident of an overwhelm- 
ing victory, by a majority of 10,341. The majority 
against woman suffrage in Michigan was over 
96,000. It was over 140,000 in Missouri, 51,000 
in New Jersey, 183,000 in Ohio, 12,000 in South 
Dakota and 91,000 in Wisconsin. 

In the congressional election of 1914 the women 
suffragists declared for the defeat of Democratic 
candidates for Congress from the suffrage states 
simply because they were Democrats and in order 
to discipline the Democratic party.

the People’s Poet 


A GENTLE PHILOSOPHER. 

Chicago Herald: He was the gentle philoso- 
pher of the beauty of common things. The tunes 
of his song were the old familiar tunes. He de- 
vised no intricate measures and chafed not at the 
limits of familiar forms. Again there is a lesson 
for the apostles and devotees of the “new schools” 
of verse. He was the well-beloved poet of,the 
common people’s emotions, sensations and ideas, 
and in him there was, too, a vein of ethereal fan- 
tasy that appealed also to the more consciously in- 
tellectual. 

The old home, the old friends, the old, familiar 
faces—he brought them back to us all. 

That is why he was so widely and well be- 
loved. The thought that millions send after him 
in his passing into the great silence was so well 
put in his own last poem that it cannot be better 
expressed: 


So rest you, playmate, in that land 
Still hidden from us by His hand, 
Where you may know again in truth 
All of the glad days of your youth— 
As when in days of endless ease 
We played beneath the apple trees. 


OUR “OLD HOME” POET. 

New York World: James Whitcomb Riley 
was pre-eminently the “Old Home” poet of Amer- 
ica. He sang in memory and in praise of homely 
things—of things under the hand and eye of every- 
day. The ecstacies of sentiment were in his songs, 
but not the soaring flight of fancy nor the fire of 
a far-searching imagination. He appealed power- 
fully to the hearts, not at all to the aspirations of 
his readers. 

To tear the Riley poems to tatters would be for 
the critic insisting on the rules of the critical cult 
an easy but an ungrateful and unrewarded task. 
General consent and content will leave the Hoosier 
minstrel unassailed in the place his printed verses 
and his personal kindliness won for him in the 
affections of a great public. 

The attempt to establish Riley as a seer of the 
land, as a fountain-head of venerable wisdom, as 
a “good gray poet,” to stand in line with Long- 
fellow, Bryant or Whitman, has been preposter- 
ous, of course. The Hoosier poet, dead at-62, was 
not old as wen go today. Nor does his peculiar 
fame require for its maintenance a tribute in terms 
of exaggeration. Riley was a good neighbor, a 
good friend, a loyal champion of his nation, his 
State and his township, a tender player upon old, 
sweet chords. The friendships he leaves behind 
are his sufficient memorials. 


A PEOPLE’S POET. 

Philadelphia Record: Riley had an ear for 
music. He had no need of the libertinism of bar- 
baric “verse libre.” He had a sense of rhyme and 
rhythm. He had an ear for melody. When he did 
not write poetry of permanent value, he wrote 
charming verse. And he was capable of the higher 
task. Some of his work is poetry indubitably, and 
of a high quality. If a good deal of this verse did 
not reach this high level it was still musical, often 


Ways characterized by the friendliest feeling for 
his fellow man, especially for his fellow man of 
tender years, and for birds and beasts and flow- 
ers and trees. 

He was the singer of the voiceless multitude, and 
said musically what millions of people recognize 
as the feelings which they have no power to ex- 
press, and he made life brighter and sweeter for 
the great multitudes who read everything he 
wrote and felt that he was a particular friend,

and culmination of the great German 
attack upon Russia; the successful de- 
fensive stand of Germany in the west 
from August, 1915, to February, 1916, and 
her victorious resistance in the battles 
of Loos and Champagne; the splendidly 
successful Austro-German drive through 
Servia to the frontiers of Greece and 
Bulgaria; the second German attack 
upon France in a campaign for Ver- 
dun; finally, as the year Closes, the 
beginning of a grand concentric allied 
attack upon Germany and Austria, 
which has only just opened, but has al- 
ready deprived Germany and her ally 
of the offensive on al ifronts for the 
first time in the entire conflict. 
Accepting these divisions as the basis 
for a review of the year and ignor- 
ing for the most part the minor and sub- 
sidiary operations, I mean now rapidly 
tu survey these four great German cam- 
paigns and touch somewhat briefly upon 
the allied attack, which is just begin- 
ning and has as yet attained no decisive 
result in the larger sense, either in the 
east or the west, although in the for- 
mer field its progress has been greater 
than any other advance on the allied 
side during the whole war. 


I. Germany and Russia. 

The last days of July, 1915, saw the 
Austro-German drive against Russia in 
full swing. The fate of Warsaw was in 
doubt when the military critics were 
casting the balance for the first year, 
but it was not long to be in doubt. In 
rapid succession the fortresses that 


barred the advance of Hindenburg from 
East Prussia fell; Mackensen stormed 
on between the Pripet Marshes and the 
Vistula. Warsaw fell, Ivangorod, Novo- 
Georgievsk followed the fate of Mau- 
beuge and Liege, Warsaw was evacuat- 
ed and the whole Russian line reeled 
backward to Brest-Litovsk and Kovno. 


But there was no halting here. North 
and south the peril of envelopment 
continued, and so the Russian army 
went back behind the Dwina, behind the 
Pinsk Marshes, and the Volhynian fort- 
resses of Dubno and Lutsk fell to the 
central Powers. Lemberg was lost, and 
there was left to Russia of all the fruita 
of her great Galician campaign only a 
tiny sliver of Austrian territory, the 
Tarnopol district. 


August saw the whole world watching 
to know if the Russian army, the main 
army retiring from Warsaw by Vilna, 
would be enveloped and captured. A Se- 
dan 10 times magnified seemed imminent, 
and for a time German cavalry were 
across the only line of retreat of the 
greatest Russian army. But the Rus- 
sians escaped, and in a few more weeks 
the Eastern campaign had come to a 
deadlock, to a state of balance and a 
condition of trench conflict like the 
Western. 


Teutons Hailed Victory. 


trians acclaim their stupendous achieve- 
ment. A hundred thousand square miles 
of Russtan territory, holding before the 
war, more than 15,000,000 people, had 
been conquered. Prisoners to the num- 
ber of more than a million had been 
captured, Guns, supplies beyond estl- 
mate, had fallen into their hands. No 
campaign of Napoleon’s had been or: 
such a scale and no success of Napo- 
leon’s had won undisputed control of 
so much of the territory of one of the 
great Powers of his own time. 


Not unnaturally Vienna and Berlin 
proclaimed that the Russian phase of 
the war was over. Russia had received 
a blow from which it would take her 
years to recover, and she had passed c'it 
of the reckoning for the term of the 
present war. Indeed, the press was filled 
with the reports that Russia was seek- 
ing a Separate peace. At no time since 
the battle of the Marne had the for- 
tunes of the central Powers seemed so 
prosperous, and the German press prom- 
ised its readers a victorious peace be- 
fore snow flew. 


Yet the truth was quite different. 
Russian armies had been terribly de- 
feated, but they had retained their form 
and escaped destruction or capture. As 
for Russian purpose, in the hour of de- 
jection the Czar himself took the com- 
mand of his armies, sent thé Grand 
Duke to the Caucasus and staked his 
dynasty on the continuance of the war 
and the restoration of Russian military 
power. Whether his act was spontane- 
ous or the result of th+ impulse that 
sprang from the Russian people we can- 
not know, but the fact is that it was 
the first step In the wonderful renais- 
sance of Russia, the consequences of 


world and recognized by a Berlin that 
marvels as it confesses the mistakes of 
its calculations of the previous year, 


Why Victory Escaped. 

And in this measure the German drive 
at Russia failed as the German drive 
at France had failed. France had par- 
ried the blow at the Marne and won 
t» precious time necessary to reorgan- 
ize her own military resources and ob- 
tain the help of a Britain still for long 
months to be unready. 

Desperate battles at the Dwina, like 
those at the Yser, failed to change the 
Eastern situation, and the effort to get 
Riga failed as the struggle for Calais 
had failed. Autumn saw the end of 
German effort in the East. From the 
Carpathians to the gulf of Riga the lines 
were to stand unchanged unti!] the Rus- 
sian flood, gathering behind this dike, 
should once more burst through and 
overflow into Galicia. 

The real significance of the German 
failure against Russia was to be appre- 
clated but tardily by a world justly im- 
pressed by the magnitude of the con- 
quests in territory and by the splendor 
of the achievements of German Gen- 
erals and soldiers on the field. For many 
months France and Britain, quite as 
much as Germany, were convinced that 
Russia had shot her bolt, and a period 
of depression set In which was to endure 
for many months. Yet not impossibly 
the failure of the central Powers in the 
summer campaign may be reckoned 
hereafter as the beginning of the end. 


II. Germany’s Western Stand. 


The closing days of September saw 


,the long promised allied attack upon 


the German lines In the West. After 
many months of preparation, after a 
relative quiet which had lasted sincs 
the desperate and abortive French 
efforts in Artois tn May and June, 
the French in Champagne, the British 
in Artois launched terrific attacks. 
In 10 days of bitter fighting the 
French advanced some three miles on 
a front of 18, took above 25,000 pris- 
pion and many guns;.they penetrat- 
ed two lines of German trenches and

The 
German line was restored, the French 
attacks were beaten down, the whole 
offensive was really over in three 
days, and in a week the world knew 
that the French had failed, although 
the considerable number of prisoners 
and the large capture of guns misled 
many into estimating as a victory 
what had teen a defeat, for the Ger- 
man line had held. 

The British Bilanders. 

In Artois the @ritish fared even 
lees well. Their initial success was 
considerable. There was a moment 
when the capture of Lens seemed in- 
evitable, but old faults reappeared. 
The blunders of Neuve Chapelle were 
repeated at Loos; supports did not 
come up; ground won had to be sur- 

‘rendered: for great sacrifices in life 
there was little to show. The failure 
at Loos cost Marshal Sir John French 
his command and it condemned the 
British army to inaction, the British 
people to depression for many 
months. It was the beginning of a 
long series of disasters and reverses. 

Here, then, was one more German 

‘guceess. The German lineg had held, 
although masses of German troops 


had been sent to the East in the, 


great attack upon Russia. Some of 
these had now to be recalled, and the 
fallure: in the East may have been 
influenced in a small measure by the 
‘allied prersure in the West, but only 
a little, for Russia had practically es- 
caped when the attack began. 
Allied failure in the West was a 
plain testimony to the fact that 
Britain was not yet ready, that 
France alone could not free her own 
territory; it finally denied all the 


. hopes and claims of the allies that 


France would be freed, Belgium liber- 
ated, in 1915. The spring drive, so 
long forecast, came only in the clos- 
jing days of September, and had ter- 
‘grinated in failure before October be- 


gan. 

German failure in the East had 
been strategic, her tactical victory 
had been overwhelming; that is, she 
had. failed to capture or destroy the 
‘Russian armies, but she had beaten 
them in every battle and had gath- 
ered in great booty in men, in guns, 
in territory. The allied failure was 
both tactical and strategic; it was ab- 
solute, not relative; and conversely 
German success in the West was ab- 
solute because Germany had there 
obtained exactly what she fought for. 


_JII. Germany’s Victory in Servia. 


Meantime a new situation demanded 
German attention. The allied landing 
-at Gallipoli in the spring of the year 
had imperiled. Constantinople. The 


Turk was making the finest fight tn his 


_gplendid fighting history, but isolated 
‘from his allies by a hostile Servia and 
an unfriendly Rumania, lacking in mu- 
nitions and in guns, he was slowly giv- 
ing evidences of an increasing weak- 
ness which might bring collapse. 
Accordingly Germany and Austria 
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| rrebizond and Erzerum, threatened An- 


atolia from the landward side and 
swept through most of Armenia. 
Peace Again Elusive, 

Egypt was not conquered by invasion, 
nor did there come that internal revo- 
lution that Berlin so confidently fore- 
cast. Turkey ‘was saved temporarily; 
the Gallipoli and Mesopotamian cam- 
paigns of the British were brought <o 
nothing—to worse than nothing; Bul- 
garia was enlisted and Greece kept out- 
side the allied camp; Servia and Mon- 
tenegro were transformed into new Bel- 
giums an& Austria swept down through 
Albania and shepherded the Italian 
forces into Avalona. But this was atl 

Germany had proclaimed that she 
would find victorious peace in Constan- 
tinople, as she had proclaimed that it 
was to be won in Warsaw and Brest- 
Litovsk. But there was no peace and 
the allies at Saloniki opened a new 
front, requiring fresh German and Aus- 
trian garrisons. The Balkan Peninsula 
became for the Germans what the Span- 
ish had been for Napoleon, and Salon- 
iki at the present hour continues to 
recall Lisbon and the lines of Torres 
Vedras, although Greece still refuses 
the role of Portugal. 


IV. Second Attack on France. 


Peace—victorious peace—having still 
escaped her, Germany turned all her 


and bound by an Arctic winter, was out 
of the war for many months, ff not for- 
ever. Britain was still unready, palpa- 
bly and patently, unready, Germany 
reasoned. Saloniki was claiming British 
and’ French corps. There was time 
before Russia could “come back,” before 
Britain could get ready, to make her 
final, supreme offort against France and 
deal with her and dispose of her. 

So from November to late February 
Germany prepared that gigantic attack 
upon Verdun which in the last week of 
February suddenly claimed the attention 
of the world and for many weeks 
seemed certain to end in a crushing 
French defeat. 


But Verdun Holds. 

But Verdun, after the first chaos, in- 
decision and blundering, held. The brok- 
en lines were destroyed; Castelnau, Pe- 
tain, Balfourier, came, and came in time. 
Before the old forts a second line was 
erected and the German advance was 
halted. The repulse of March 9 was fa- 
tal to German hopes for a sudden and 
sweeping victory, a piercing of the line, 
such as France had sought and missed 
in Champagne in September. The re- 
pulse of April 9 ended the possibility of 
success by any sudden and tremendous 
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tains of her own dead, while on the hills 
across the Meuse new French. lines 
sprung up until the Verdun salient be- 
came the strongest sector in the French 
front. 

Still Germany persisted and persists. 
Her Generals and her statesmen rea- 
soned that France, wearied of the con- 
flict, unaided yet by British counter at- 
tack, would give over the struggle; the 
battle for Verdun became an assault 
upon French confidence, endurance, 
nerves, and as such it endured for five 
months and continues; but now it has 
fallen from the highest estate in a 
world war, the focal point in the at- 
tention of a whole planet, and become 
an almost forgotten detail, as remote as 
Przemysl. 

Coincident with the German attack 
upon France, Austria launched a drive 
at Italy only less powerful and wholly 
similar.in eharacter. Stripping her 
eastern’ lines of men and guns, as Ger- 
many had stripped her Polish and 
Courland fronts, Austria collected a 
host in the Trentino and struck south 
along the Adige and Brenta valleys, 
the historic pathways of northern in- 
vaders, at Verona and Vicenza. 


Austrian Drtwe Starts W 
Austrian success was more immedlate- 


ly great than Germany’s. Italian re- 


sistance crumbled; the mountains and 
valleys gained in the earlier attack 
were lost. Austrian troops victoriously 
repassed the old frontier and ap- 
proached the plain of Venetia. For 
weeks the Austrian advance pushed 
slowly, steadily forward until Itajian 
apprehension became great and an ital- 
ian ministry fell. It remains a matter 
for conjecture what might have hap- 
pened had not Austrian troops sudden- 
ly been recalled by a new event which 
was to change the whole character of 
the war and serve as the opening move 
in the second allied offensive.

But the year closed 
while Germany was still going forward 
in the greatest campaign of the war, 
and the magnitude and extent of her 
conquests and victories filled the whole 
world and gave form to the words in 
which the comment on the end of the 
first year was made. 

One year later the change is unmis- 
takable. It is fhe central Powers, Ger- 
many, for she is the heart and head of 
the war in her own camp, which are on 
the defensive and the allies who are ad- 
vancing. In remote Armenia, in Vol- 
hynia, in Galicia, in the Baltic provinces 
and in Northern France, as well as 
along the Alps in the Trentino district, 
Russia, French,. British and Italian 
troops are attacking, and there is every 
promise of a new offensive from Sa- 
lonic aimed at Bulgaria and designed to 
liberate Servia. 

It is no longer possible, as it was in 
1914 and in 1915, for Germany to move 
troops from east tO west or north to 
south as one field after another became 
interesting or unimportant in her calcu- 
lations. On all fronts with equal pres- 
sure the flood is beating upon her battle 
lines, and in the southeascert. field a 
breach has already been opened, which 
must be closed before long if the con- 
sequences are not to be serious for the 
central Powers. 

Germany’s Three Fatllures. 

Three times, at the Marne, in Russia 
and in the Verdun attack, Germany has 
sought to destroy one of her foes, by a

the extent of the German victory in the 


great opponents out of the reckohing, 43, 
Napoleon disposed of Austria at Aus- 
terlitz, Prussia at Jena and Russia at 
Friedland, in the prosperous early days 
of the imperial drama. Failing in all 
three attempts, she now sees the third 
year of the war open with all her ene- 
mies standing, with France unbroken, 
Russia returning to the charge with 
numbers and efficiency which evoke un- 
failing wonder in Berlin and undisguised 
apprehension in Vienna and Budapest. 
Britain has now millions, where she had 
tens of thousands in August, 1914, and 
hundreds of thousands a year ago. 

As the year ends we have a full meas- 
ure of Germany’s diffichities and dan- 
gers, but we have no information to 
prove her capacity to meet them, and 
only allied assertions to support the 
belief that her resources are exhausted, 
her. economic situation desperate and 
that the evergrowing problem of food 
continues to worry her statesmen and 
weaken her peaple. 

We perceive that Germany has lost the 
offensive, but we are not able to decide 
whether the loss will prove temporary 
or permanent. We see that the attack 
on all sides is made by the allies, and_ 
German and Austrian effort is confined 
to meeting these attacks, so far success- 
fully in the West and unsuccessfully in 
the East. We have the allied assertion 
that German lines are now too extended 
for German numbers to hold. Of this 
we lack proof as yet. We have the par- 
allel of the days of the Civil War after 
Gettysburg frequently called to our 
mind, and Joffre, following Delacroix, 
has likened Verdun to Gettysburg. But 
of these things there is yet no proof, 
save only as we have the German con- 
fession that on all fronts German troops 
and the troops of Germany’s allies are 
outnumbered. This, after all, must be 
patent, given the resources in men of 
the great nations combined against the 
central Powers and the enormous cas- 
wualty lists that Austria and Germany 
Ave suffered, lists that must now in 
killed, wounded, captured and incapaci- 
tated far pass the 7,000,000 mark. 

Yet if the friends of the allies now 
turn to the parallel of the Confederacy 
it is plain that with equal justice the 
Germans may point to the achievements 


‘of Frederick the Great and the heroic 


and successful resistance of Prussia in 
the Seven Years’ War, when the odds 
were far greater and the resources of 
Frederick insignificant in comparison to 
those of his many foes. We may say 
with justice that in losing the offensive, 
the initiative, if it be permanently lost, 
in failing to put out one of her enemies 
before all were equally prepared, Ger- 
many failed to win the war on German 
terms, failed to conquer, and the second 
year of the war has seen the coming of 
the failure. But this is a long way from 
saying that Germany can be conquered. 


New Year; New Phase. 
Bernhard! forecast German defeat If 
Germany failed to eliminate one of her 
great opponents before all were in the 
field with equal preparation. But Bern- 
hardi’s prophecy is old, and the war 
has abolished many articles of faith 
in the minds of all observers, neutral 
and belligerent. What one can say with 
absolute accuracy is that as the year 
ends there is unmistakable evidence that 
& new phase has begun, the phase domi- 
nated by allied attack upon Germany, 
as the preceding two years have been 
dominated by the great German offen- 
sive combinations. 

It follows that the year is ending 
without the smallest promise of peace. 
There is no prospect that the allies will 
be able between now and winter to 
win a victory that will bring Germany 
to her knees.

|LI YUAN-HUNG ADVISED TO 


RETURN TO CONSTITUTION 


He Favors Financial Assistance by 
American Groups Over Offer 
by J.panese.

PEKIN, July 1.—When Li Yuan-hung, 
new President, received foreign repre- 
sentatives in official audience the first 
time, June 19; Sir John Jordon, British 
Minister, dean of the diplomatic corps, 
acted as spokesman for Entente Min- 
isters, which has caused favorable com- 
ment by Chinese papers. 
Four foreign advisers of President Li 
Yuan-hung, Dr. W. W. Willoughby and 
Dr. Jeremiah W. Jenks, Americans; Dr. 
George E. Morrison, an Englishman, 
and Dr. N. Ariga, a Japanese, have 
suggested that it is desirable, in their 
opinion, to return at once to the Nan- 
king provisional Constitution, the orig- 
inal constitution of the republic, and 
call a legislative body at the earliest 
possible moment. Li Yuan-hung fs in- 
clined to act upon this advice, but is 
opposed in this by several members of 
his Cabinet. 
Japanese financiers are striving to 
make China a reorganization loan of 
about $60,000,000 gold. Li Yuan-hung is 
unwilling to gecept this financial as- 
sistance from Japan and favors Amer- 
ican groups which are endeavoring to 
underwrite a reorganization Yoan for 
China. 
Although no official reports have been 
made concerning the financial condi- 
tions of the two Chinese national banks, 
the Bank of Communications and the 
Pank of China, they are st'll unable to 
resume specie payment, and the partial 
moratorium declared by the Chinese 
Government is still in force. : | 
Bank notes are being hawked about 
at discounts varying from 10 to 20 per 


cent. Japanese banks have bought i, 
large quantities of the depreciated 
notes, and there is a general apprehen- 
sion that Japan may make a demand for 
specie payment upon these notes at 
face value.

YUAN'S FAMILY FROM PEKIN 


Late Chinese President Known to 
Have Had Sixteen Wives and 
Thirty-One Children. 
Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
PEKIN, June 2.—Thirty-five trains 
were required to carry Yuan Shi-kal's 
family and their possessions from Pekhi 
to the Yuan Shi-kal home at Chans- 
tehfu. The late President was known 
to have 16 wives and it has been report- 
ed that the number was even greater. 
One paper is responsible for the state- 
ment that in addition to his first wife, 
who is the legal wife under the Chi- 
nese laws, the late President had 26 oth- 
ers. Upon the birth of a son to one @ 
few months ago, it was officially au- 
nounced that Yuan Shi-kal was tae 
father of 81 children, 1» sons and io 

daughters. 

Ever since Yuan Shi-kai’s death on 
June 6, his family have been sending 
their effects to their southern home, 
which will be their permanent resi- 
dence. Train loads of farniture, trunks 
and curios of all sorts were moved from 
the palace grounds in the imperial city. 
A constant stream of two-wheel Pekin 
carts has been hauling these possessions 
to the railyway station. 

Revolutionists’ papers have complained 
bitterly of the manner in which the 
Yuan family stripped the palace of 
curios. 

Many reports have been printed con- 
cerning violent rows in which the older 
sons of Yuan Shi-kKal engaged concern- 
ing the division of their father’s prop- 


erty.

SENATE EXPRESSES A HOPE 
FOR CLEMENCY FOR IRISH 


Asks Wilson to Inform Britain ef 
Sentiment—Upholds Stone’s Report 
on Casement Resolution, 
WASHINGTON, July 29.—By a vote of 
46 to 19, the Senate today adopted a res. 
olution requesting President Wilson to 
transmit to the British Government an

Commission Appointed by Gov- 
ernor Suggests Juvenile Courts 
in Each County. 


ALSO MOTHERS’ PENSIONS 


Would Compel Pupils to Stay in 
School Until 16 Years 
Old. 


Mothers’ pensions, juvenile courts !n 
every county, and the establishment of 
16 years, instead of 14 years, as the time 
when children’ are permitted to leave 
school. and go to work, are features of 
the new code of laws for Missouri chil- 
dren, prepared by the Children’s Code 
Commission. 

This commission was named in June, 
1915, by Gov. Major, and its preliminary 
report shows the recommendations it 
will make to the next Legislature. The 
members of the commission are: Roger 
N. Baldwin, Judge Rhodes E. Cave, 
Mrs. W. R. Chivvis, ames F. Conran, 
Mrs. Harry C. January, A. Sidney 
Johnston, Dr. George B. Mangold and 
Mrs. Phillip N. Moore of St. Louis; Jacob 
Billikopf, L, A. Halbert, Edward LI. 
Porterfield and William Volker, Kansas 
City; Mrs. A. M. Clay-Ives, Chillicothe; 
Robert C. Clark, Boonville; C. A, EIll- 
wood, Manley O. Hudson, Isidor Loeb, 
and J. L. Wagner, Columbia; Howard 
A. Gass, Jeferson City; D. E. Kennedy, 
Sedalia; Edward D. Moore, Lamar; Mrs. 
J. B. McBride, Springfield; Dr. R. P. C. 
Wilson, Marshall. 

Nine Committees Did Work. 
The commission has done its work 
through nine committees, and has been 
assisted by officials of the State Medical 
Society and of the State Teachers’ Fed- 
eration. 
With a view to getting the proposed 
laws enforced, the commission has rec- 
ommended the creation, in each county, 
of a county board of public welfare, 
which shall take charge of the work 
done for public health, care of the poor 
and prevention of crime. The members 
of this board, in each county, are to be 
the three judges of the County Court. 
the Judge of the Circuit Court, and ths 
Superintendent of Schools. The board 
may employ a trained worker, who, 
it is provided, must hold a certificate 
of fitness from the State Board of Char. 
ities and Correction. 
Among other chief recommendations 
are: (1) The extension of the Juvenile 
Court from the six largest counties to 
every county in the State; (2) raising the 
age at which a child may go to work 
from 14 to 16, unless the child has pre- 
viously completed the eighth grade of 
school work, and requiring physical ex- 
amination to determine what kind of 
work the child is fitted to do; (83) fam- 
ilies in which the father is dead, in an 
institution or a deserter for three years, 
mothers may receive pensions, through 
the county Boards of Public Welfare, 
so that they can keep their children 
with them at home. The pension is $12 
per month for the first child under legal 
working age, and $8 per month for each 
acditional child. This plan is advo- 
cated in preference to separating the 
family and sending the children to in- 
stitutions. 

Some Other Recommendations. 
Other recommendations are to abolish 
the legal stigma of illegitimacy; to li- 
cense and supervise institutions caring 
for children; prohibiting the commit- 
ment of destitute and neglected chfidren 
to reform schools; giving the Juvenile 
Court sole jurisdiction of adults con- 
tributing to the delinquency or neglect of 
children; providing in a thoroughgoing 
way for all feeble-minded persons in 
the State; regulating the employment of 
children in street trades; providing for 
medical examination of school children, 
and for compulsory school attendance 
during the entire school year, instead 
of three-quarters, as at present. 

The commission will take up the actual 
drafting of the laws, following the sub- 
mission of this preliminary report. A 
campaign of education throughout the 
State will precede the introduction of 
the code in the Legislature in Janu- 
ary. 

The work of drafting the laws will be 
directed by Judge Cave of the Clirouft 
Court, chairman of the commission; 
Prof. Hudson of the University of Mis- 
sourt and Secretary Baldwin of the Civic 
League. The collecting of data, laws 
and reports, and the general secretarial 
work are in the hands of Mrs. Maurice 
Lowenstein of St. Louis, assistant secre- 


tary. 


U, $, PLANS PROTEST AGAINST 
ATROCITIES UPON ARMENIANS 


Reports That Turks Are Inflicting 

More Severe Crueltfes Likely to 

Bring Action. 

WASHINGTON, July 28.—Information 
that Turkish atrocities upon Armenians 
are more severe than ever has led the 
State Department to consider making 
new representations to the Porte. 
No reply has been received to repre- 
sentations for the same purpose made 
by the United States more than a month 
ago. 

Russians are in control of virtually all 

Armenian territory and the Armenians 
reported subject to new outrages are 
those exiled in the Mesopotamia and 
Arabian districts. 
In official quarters here today belief 
was expressed that the increased mis- 
treatment of the exiles was partly due 
to recent Russian military successes 
against the Turkish forces. Some Arme- 
nians are reported returning to their na- 
tive country from Russia behind the 
Russian columns.

What Endeared Riley 


to Millions of People. 


HE late James Whitcomb Riley 
T was a great deal like Bobby 
Burns. He was of the earth 
earthy. I was raised in the coun- 
try, and left it when I was nine years 
old. My own experience with the 
poetry of Riley must have been that 
of many thousands of persons, par- 
ticularly here in the Middle West. 
Frost was to me-a phenomenon 
around which were associated many 
sweet and tender memories. When 
I read his poem a the frost be- 
ing on the pumpkin andthe fodder 
being in the shock there swept 
through me dike a refreshing tor- 
rent a flood of tender recollections. 
It ‘at once brought to my imagina- 
tion the beauty of Fall and its sad- 
ness. I loved that season here in 
a part of the country where Fall is 
possessed of singular beauty and 
charm. How 


much I loved it 1{ 
) wept. 


realized when I read Md Riley's poem. | 


He knew. He felt as I felt, and his 
was the gift to express in song what 
struggled for expression in my own 
heart. 

Had he never written anything 
else, his fame was with me just as 
secure @ the fame of Gray is in his 
one noteworthy achievement “Elegy 
in a Country Churchyard.” In that 
poem of Riley’s I found the ¢ountry 
redivivus. I heard the. turkeys, 
guineas, horses, dogs. The Bob 
White whistled from the field. I 
saw the frost glistening on the roof 
of the smokehouse. I smelled crack- 
lings. Nuts were ripe. 

In a word, that was the life, and 
Riley knew it. 

Riley sang the country just at a 
time when many of us were leaving 
it. There was a great movement 
from the country to the city, and 
just at its height the exiles caught 
the flavor of home in what he wrote. 
Nobody could do that now, because 
now we are going back to the coun- 
try. If we love the city as we loved 
the country that will probably de- 
velop in some other man’s song. 

When I lived in the country farm- 
ers were named Smith, Jones, etc. 
If you will go out on an automobile 
ride in any direction from the city 
you will learn from the names on 
the mail boxes that the country is 
now pretty well held by Klein, 
Schneider, etc. 

It was the Anglican vernacular 
and the Anglican imagination to 
which Riley made his great appeal. 

He spoke in that vernacular, and 
thought in that imagination.

Increases Except in Number 
of Wage Earners.

MEAT PACKING IN LEAD 


Value of All Products Greater 
by $31,985,000 — Steady 
Wage Increase. : 


A preliminary statement of the gen- 
eral results of the census of manufac- 
turers for the St. Louis district has 
been issued by Director Sam L. Rogers 
of the Bureau of Census, Department “f 
Commerce, comparing the figures for 
1909 and 1914 by totals. 

Last Sunday’s Post-Dispatch magazine 
told how the Government is keeping 
score on the race between St. Louis and 
her rivals for fourth place. The new 
census figures show the increases St. 
Louls made in a five-year period, end- 
ing in 1914. 

These figures excludes all hand trades, 
and takes into account only establish- 
ments conducted under the factory sys- 
tem, The reports were taken for the 
calendar year ending Dec. 31, 1914, at 
the establishments located within the 
corporate limits of the city. 

The census of 1910 gave the population 
of St. Louis as 697,029, and it was esti- 
mated that it was 734,700 on July 1, 1914, 
With the exception of a slight decrease 
in the number of wage earners, the 1914 
census summary shows an increase in 
the manufacturing activities of the city 

‘as compared with 1909. 
Increases by Itema, 

The increases for the several items 
are as follows: Salaries, 21.9 per cent; 
capital, 17.3 per cent; salaried employes, 
12.2 per cent; value added by manu- 
facture, 11.5 per cent; value of products, 
9.5 per cent; cost of materials, 8 per 
cent; number of establishments, 4.5 per 
cent; primary horsepower, 3.9 per cent; 
proprietors and firm members, 1.6 per 
cent. 

The capital invested in 1914 was $315,- 
950,000, which was; a gain of $46,558,000, 
or 17.3 per cent over $269,392,000 in 1909. 
The average capital for an establisn- 
ment increased from $101,000 in 1909 to 
$113,000 in 1914. ° 

The cost of materials used in 1914 
was $203,806,000, as compared with §$183,- 
189,000 in 1909. The average cost of ma-

In my own opinion, the principal thing 
in Germany’s undoing is that fleet of 
ours, which, despite Germany’s Boasted 
sea victories, keeps commercially im- 
possible and above water German ship- 
ping as clear of the seas as if the Ham- 
burg-American and the Nord Deutscher 
Lioyd were nonexistent. ; 

Of what values would have been 
the glorious heroism of France if 
Germany could have landed troops at 
any point on the French coast she 
chose? Of what value would have 
teen the numberless brave, but at 
that time wnorganized Russias, if 
the Germans could haVe transported 
their armies by sea to Riga? I will 
rot dilate upon the fact which is 
obvious to any outside observer and 
has been stated over and over again 
by the various experts that without 
the British fleet the long prepared 
German war machine probably would 
have proved invincible. 

British Muddles Diseussed. 

As to our muddles. The first of 
our blunders was inability to realize 
the injustice and waste of a volun- 
tary army. There néver was any real 
objection to compulsory military sere 
vice except in the minds of the vote- 
hunting politicians, who, when it 
come to a “show down,” as you say, 
are rarély proved to have any real 
knowledge of national will and pur- 
pose. Because you had riots in New

Although there is only one clearly dl- 
agnosed case of infantile paralysis in 
st. Louis, t! Illinois State Board of 
Health has been called upon to deal with 
a number of cases in nearby towns on

Cases of the disease have \been diag- 
nosed in the last two days in\ Lebanon, 
O'Fallon, Collinsville, Caseyville, Staun- 
ton and Beckemeyer. 

The second authentic case of infantile 
paralysis in St. Clair County was dis- 
covered yesterday, when Dr. H. T. Bech 
told of O'Fallon reported that the 20- 
months-old son of William Krombrink, 
living four miles west of O’Falion, had 
the disease. The diagnosis has been 
confirmed by Inspector Godfrey of the 
State Board of Health, who is investi- 
gating all reported cases in places near

Vote to Turn Down Proffer of 
Jobs Back on Old Terms 
Which Bans Union.

The vete was taken informally, after 
three separate committees, representing 
the employes of each of the egtablish- 
ments, had reported the results of eon- 
ferences with the men in charge. Each 
or the packing firms consented to talk 
with a committee of its own men, but 
refused to admit the employes of other 
firms, or labor -union officials, to the 
conference. 

Little work was done at any of the 
pecking plants vesterday, and aside 
from the machinists and the office em- 
ploves, few were on duty. Office men, 
Clerks and bookkeepers were required 
in some cases to put on butchers’ aprons 
and to slaughter and dress cattle and 
hogs.

Work to Save Meats. 

The packers chief anxiety was to keep 
the temperature dow. in the chilling 
rooms, to prevent the spoiilng of meat. 
This can be done as long as the en- 
gineers and machinists remain at work, 
but leaders of the strikers said last 
night that they expected the mechanical 
employes to go out with them tomor- 
row. 

Dennis Lane, 
the Amalgamated 


national organizer for 
Meat Cutters and 
Futcher Workers’ Union of America, 
deciared to the strikers that, if the 
strike were not settled within a reas¢n- 
able time by concessions of the pack- 
ers, the Chicago, Kansas City and Oma- 
ha packing plants would be “closed 
tight, to tle up the meat supply of the 
country.”’ 

Lane did not indicate that any other 
reason for a walkout in Chicago, Kan- 
sas City and Omaha existed, and he 
gave the impression that the sole pur- 
pose of the proposed tie-up would be 
to help the East St. Louis men win 
treir demands. 

Demands of Strikers. 

The only demands the East St. Louis 
men are making, at present, are recog- 
nition of their union, which was broken 
uv after they losi a strike in 1904, and 
reinstatement of the discharged men. 
The strikers say these men were dis- 
charged for their activity in forming 
the unfon, while the packers say they 
were laid off because they were not 
needed. 

The Central Park meeting lasted two 
heurs, ending at 4:30 o'clock. After 
each of the committees had reported, 
the men were asked what they wished 
to do, and in each case the reply was! 
“Stay out!’ This cry was first shouted, 
then chanted in a slow monotone, and 
there was no dissenting voice. 

W. Stevenson, he ding the committee 
of Swift's employes, Was the first to 
report,to the meeting. He said Swift's 
had agreed only to take hack the strik- 
err. individually, and not to recognize 
the union or reinstate the discharged 
men. William Bag.ey, a negro, spoke 
for the Morris employes, saying the 
firm was willing to take the men back 
“individually and one at a time,”’ but 
would not reinstate those already dis- 
charged, or discl.arge the strike break- 
ers.. 

Armour’s Not Against Union. 

Dantel Donovan, president of the local 
union, reported as to Armour’s that R. 
KE Conway, general manager,. andsoth- 
er officials, had treated the committee 
with consideration, and had “talked 
very nicely." Armour’s, he was in- 
formed, would not object to the union. 
wculd permit a grievance commitee to 
be maintained on each floor, and would 
cischarge its strike ~reakers, but it 
would not reinstate men already dis- 
charged. 

“What did we go out for?” shouted 
a man in the crowd, when the refusal 
to take back the discharged men was 
announced. The others took the same 
view, and when the question was put, 
the chant of ‘'S-t-a-a-y out!’ was loud 
ahd prolonged. 

J. F. Schmitt, secretary of the St. 
Louis meat cutters’ local, urged the men 
not to return to “the old grind,” say- 
ing that if they did, their children would 
rotten-eag them. “What!” he  ex- 
claimed. “Go back and work beside 
the men that have been taking the bread 
out of your mouths? You'll be treated 
with consideration—like hell'’ He was 
loudly cheered.

BLOW UP. 


DEAD NEAR 
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Great Storage Plant on Black Tom 
Island in Flames—Men Said to. 
Have Been Killed |Firemen—New 

York City and Brooklyn Shaken. 


Sixty-nine car loads of ammunition are 
said to have beeen stored on the railroad 
tracks on the is'and. All of them are 
believed to have been blown up. 

Edmond MacKenzie, president of the 
National Storage Company, said at his 
home at Plainfield, N. J., at 3:30 o'clock 
this morning that h: ha‘ just received a 
telegram informing him that a great fire 
was raging in the plart of his cempany 
following an exp'osion. 

85 Warchouses at Plant. 

The plant of the storage company 
consists of about 8% warehouses and 3 
or #0 covered piers, one of which is a 
powder pler. MacKenzie said there 
were no combustibles in 
houses. He expressed the belief from 
the meagre information he had received 
that the explosion must have been in 
trains of munitions which had been 
run to the powder docks, awaiting re- 
moval on lighters to ships anchored in 
the bay. He declared the plant was 
valued at about $7,000,000. 

Joseph Wilson, of the immigration 
hospital on Ellis Island reported to 


Manhattan police headquarters at 3:45 
this morning that two barges loaded 
with ammunition lying alongside ths 


dock at Ellis Island were ablaze from 
steam to stern. He sald they had 
drifted down the bay from the direction 
of Staten Isiand. Black Tom Island 
is about a quarter of the way from 

Ellis Island to Staten Isiand. The 
patients in the Ellis Island Hospita! 
were ordered transferred to another 
pisland of the Ellis Island group. 

Explesions on Barges. 

Explosions on the barges were occur~ 
rirg at frequent intervals although 
more of them was especially severe. The 
fire boat New York is standing by and 
efforts are being made to confine the 
flames to the berges. 

The force of the explosion was so 
great that hundreds of plate glass 
windows in office buildings tn lower 
Manhattan and Brooklyn were shat- 
tered. Streets for many Diocks in the 
downtown section were strewn with 
broken glass. 

Thousands of persons swarmed into 
the streets in all parts of the city from 
buildings, subway exits and railway 
stations, running about almost in a 
panic. és, 

Nearly all the fire apparatus in 
Brooklyn was called out. 

Thre New York Telephone Co. an- 
neunced at 2:38 that all telephone lines 
leading from New York to nearby points 
in Jersey City were down and communi- 
cation was almost imrossibie. 

Flames lighted the sky for miles 
around Black Tom Island. 

Men, women and children left their 
homes fin their night clothes. Many de- 
clared they had been thrown out of 
bed by the force of the explosion, which 
was felt even more severely in Brook. 
lyn than in New York. 

Observers at the Battery and other 
points declared the flames seemed to 
emanate from onetremendous fire and 
scores of smaller ones.

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“First Months of War Es- 
caped, to Large Extent, 
From Human Control’— 
Main Features of Struggle 
in West Only Discerned 
When Armies Went Into 
Trenches. 


By Winston Churchill. 


Former First Lord of the British

By Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, July 29.—The limitations 
of a man’s intellect do not govern the 
soale of his affairs. He does what he 
ean, comprehends what he can and 
the rest happens. When Armageddon 
burst over Burope probably not a 
single brain achieved a complete and 
rightly proportioned view of the cat- 
aract of events. 
The first weeks and months of the 
general war escaped, to a large ex- 
tent, from human control. The forces 
liberated were unmeasured and the 
consequences of their exercise unfore- 
seeable. Swarming armies rolled for- 
ward in every direction according to 
long prepared war plans of their re- 
spective Governments. Everywhere 
the shock of collision resounded as 
stupendous masses of men, armed 
with the deadliest of weapons, were 
precipitated against each other. 
Fortresses were dissolved like wisps 
of vapor and great battles were 
fought unnoticed. 
The armies themaetves saw nothing 
but flaming lines of battle on their 
fronts... Before the eyes of the people 
there hung an impenetrable curtain. 
Only the fragmentary impressions of 
the fortunes even on the British army 
reached the Cabinet. The French and 
Russian high commands were riveted 
on their own affairs and were largely 
overwhelmed by them. BDwen the Ger- 
man main headquartera, in spite of 
their central viewpoint, their posses- 
sion of initiative and their prolonged 
mental preparation for this very 
thing, were probably unable to do 
more than register the daily results 
without being able to understand all 
the important whys and wherefores. 


The nature of the active forces dom- 
inating the events and their reciprocal 
and interdependent factions were too 
vast in their scale, too intricate, too 
convulsive in their movement, for hu- 
man analysis or measurement at the 
time. All calculations lagged behind 
The nations and thelr armies were 
gripped by the whirlwind and hurled 
hither and thither, struggling blindly in 
the storm until the first phase had 
pessed. 


Situation Begins to Clear. 

Not until the fluctuating lines of the 
armies in the west were congealed Into 
the intrenchments that hold today gould 
the main features of what had taken 
place be discerned. But even now, who 
can say what forces operated to com- 
pel the recoil, of the French armies 
from the frontiers or roused them to 
the brilliant recovery on the Marne? 
Who could reveal the true nature or 
origin of the spasm that caused tho 
advancing German hosts to falter at tho 
moment when Paris seemed within their 
grasp? 
No doubt after the war there will be 
no lack of minutest explanation. Mili- 
tary historians will weigh in the bal- 
ance every incident with precision ang 
by elaborate processes of addition and 
subtraction and much excellent logic 
will reach the conclusions at which 
they aim. Reasons will be supplied for 
every act. Every result will be labeled 
with the proper cause. The mistakes 
and achievements wil! be classified and 
catalogued. Titans and combinations 
then will be revealed to an awe-struck 
posterity. 
The British army went to France, ac- 
cording to what may be called the Hai- 
dane plan. Everything in that Min- 
ister’s eight years’ tenure of the War 
Office had led up to this and had been 
sacrificed for this. To place an army 
of four or six infantry divisions, thor- 
oughly equipped and with its neces- 
sary cavalry, on the left of the French 
line within 12 or 14 days of the order to 
mobilize, and to guard the home island 
meanwhile by 14 territorial divisions jie 
had organized, was the scheme upon 
which, aided by the Field Marshals 
Nicholson and French, he had concen- 
trated all the efforts and stinted the 
resources. 

Modest, but Practical Plans. 
It was a modest plan, but practica), 
was consistently pursued and laboriously 
and minutely studied. It represented 
approximately its maximum war effort 
that a voluntary system would yield, 
and applied in a most effective and 
daring manner to a decisive spot. It 
commanded assent of almost all the 
leading Generals. When the hour struck 
it worked with perfect precision and 
punctuality. There was nothing to ar- 
gue about, nothing to haggle over. The 
French knew exactly what they were 
going to get if Great Britain decided 
to come in and exactly when and where 
they were going to get it. Mobilization 
}echemes, railway traffic time tables, 
bases, depots of supply and arrango- 
ments which would fill many volumes 
regulated and insured @ perfect and con: 
certed execution. All that remained to 
be done on that day was to take de- 
cision and give the signal. 
| “But this was not so simple as it looks 
now. The differences which prevailed 
about entering the war were aggravat- 
ed by a strong cross-current of opinion 
by no means operative only in the Cab- 
Inet, that if we participated ft should 
be by naval action alone.

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everything had not been prepared, if the 
plan had not been cut and dried, if it 
had not been the only plan, and if all 
the military opinion had not been in- 
dustriously marshaled round it, who 
shall say what fatal hesitation might 
not have intervened? 

The fundamental uneertainty and 
fluctuation from year to year and month 
to month which pervaded the questton 
of whether the great war would ever 
come or not had always been in strong 
contrast to the very definite and pre- 
cise opinions of military men about what 
would happen if it did. Almost all pro- 
fessional opinion agreed the struggle 
would be short and fierce, and in a few 
weeks would be decisive. Not until 
Kitchener appeared on the scene was 
the grim vista of years opened up. 


What the Generals Thought. 

The German Generals believed pro- 
foundly that they would take Paris in 
a month and they staked everything 
ruthlessly on thelr conviction. The 
French and Russian staffs agreed in 
the view that the fate of France, and 
consequently the issue of the war, prob- 
ably depended on the first main trial of 
strength in the west. 

Everything at the outset, therefore, 
was held to turn on time. The Ger- 
mans trampled Belgium under foot to 
gain time. The Russians charged for- 
ward before they were ready, at ap- 
palling sacrifices, in a double resolve not 
to be too late, and the French counted 
the hours when the British could arrive 
and the minutes when thelr own armies 
could take their station. 

The mobilization system of each of 
the belligerents was fairly accurately 
known to the others The intended line 
of advance of the German armies was 
indicated with brutal candor by their 
strategic railways and sidings. The 
problems were no longer in the region 
of speculation, but of mathematics. The 
French judged the value of any help 
that we could give entirely by when 
it could arrive. If on that 4th of Au- 
gust they had been given the choice 
of 100,000 British soldiers tn a fortnight 
or of 600,000 six months later, they 
would have told us: ‘We've. got to 
live through the six months.’”’ Nor is 
it right to conclude, because the war 
stretched out over years and reached a 
scale and intensity never contemplated 
at the beginning or before, that ths 
view taken by the French general staff 
was short-sighted. ’ 

Wrong In Calculations, 

Although events proved that the Ger 
mans were fatally wrong tn their cal- 
culations, they were not wrong by 
much. The balance quivered in sus- 
pense. Between a short land war 
with a dazzling German triumph and » 
long land war with German explation, 
there may not perhaps have been the 
weight of a single grain. 

Only on the sea was there any as- 
surance,

Well was it for the military reputa- 
tion of the United Kingdom—well was it 
for the whole line of the French armies, 
whose flank we shielded—that in dis- 
cipline, training and valor the British 
troops were not inferior to any that 
ever left our island. for surely noné" 
were more steadily tried. Honor to al!! 

The chaos of the first explosions had 
given place to the slow fire of trench 
warfare, the wild turbulence of incal- 
cylable forces, the sense of the terrible 
adventure had passed. 

For nearly two years the armies of 
Europe dwelt close together in oppos- 
ing @itches, fed by lavish floods of hu- 
man life and broadening streams of shot 
and shell, tormenting each other by 
ever growing and improving agencies 
of death, and behind them their coun- 
tries have transformed most infinitely 
varied activities of modern civilization 
into three comprehensive institutions of 
barrack, arsenal and hospital. 

How War Is Measured, 

The progress of war no longer is 
measured by battles or positions or 
contending fronts, but mainly by the 
economic and political reactions, 
which long and evermore tightly 
drawn strain the production in vari- 
ous nations, every man, every wom- 
an, every workable child is gradually 
willed into the war machine. 

A somber mood prevails in Britain. 
The faculty of wonder has been dulled, 
emotion and enthusiasm have given 
place to endurance. Excitement is bank- 
rupt, and death is familiar and sorrow 
is numb. The world is in twilight and 
from beyond the’dim, flickering hori- 
sons comes the sound of tirelessly 
thudding guns. The hard, frost-like 
surface of gayety sparkles in cities, 
and anxiety turns for relief to 
thoughtlessness or apathy. The be- 
loyed figures of son, father, brother 
friend descend from the trains 
on flying visits, recreating around 
them for a little precarious space the 
happiness of the far-off days before 
the war. A few hours of safety, com- 
fort and a vivid interlude of home and 
pleasure, then back, as a matter of 
course, is a commonplace experience, 
to the slow fire which, with intensi- 
fying fierceness, consumes the flesh 
and sears the hearts of our people. 

Now one can understané how men 
lived through periods that seem s0 
terrible in the history books and went 
about business and joked, ate their 
dinners and filled the theaters. Now, 
t o, one can understand how our fore- 
fathers with shoulders bended to the 
burden, with searching eye fixed upon 
the enemy, preserved through the 
perils, difficuities and the blunders 
of a thousand years the life and honor 
of Britannia’s isle.

MEANT FOR ANY 
BUT PRINGPALS 


Can Be No Indirect Injury to 
American Firms, Says Sir 
Cecil Spring Rice. 


* WASHINGTON. July 29.—The British 


blacklist is not intended to go beyond 
the principals named in the list, and 
there can be no direct inquiry to Ameri- 
can firms, as explained to the State 
Department today by Sir Cecil Spring- 
Rice, the British Ambassador. 

It was represented that there was no 
idea of blacklisting a neutral] firm mere- 
ly because it continue. to do business 
with a blacklisted firm, but if a neu- 
tral firm habitually and systematically 
acted as cover for the blacklisted firm, 
and so caused direct trading between 
British firms and blacklisted firms, the 
cases would be different. 

Regarding payments to blacklisted 
firms, the British action was declared 
not to affect payment by neutrals, as 
the British Government habitually grant- 
ed licenses to British firms to pay cur- 
rent debts to blacklisted firms, unless it 
was clear beyond doubt that such pay- 
ments would be passed on to, or create 
a credit for, enemy firms in enemy ter- 
ritory. 

The department was informed that 
Many licenses a'ready have been 
gTanted to British firms to receive from 
and pay to Knauth, Nachod and Kuhne, 
and Zimmerman and Forshay, and that 
there is no objection to the Goodyear 
Tire Co. filling outstanding contracts, 
but that it would be well to obtain 
a statement of the amount unfilled.

COLUMBIA, Mo., July @.-—Reports 
throughout the State to the State Board 
of Agriculture here indicate that un- 
less rain comes within four or five days 
Missouri crops will be practically de- 
stroyed, according to W. L. Nelson, as- 
sistant secretary of the board. Pastures 
are nearly burned up; corn is in a crit- 
ical condition. Immediate rain will save 
50 per cent of the fields In Central Mis- 
souril, but in the Southwest even rain 
cannot repair the damage. The hay

inots Corn Crop Injured, but Is 
Not Destroyed. 


SPRINGFIELD, IL, Jyly 29.—The iIn- 
tense heat and drouth has not yet done 
irreparable damage to the corn crop in 
Centra] and Southern [llinols, according 
to Section.

Court Likely 


to Decide It. 


NORFOLK, Va., July 29.—Posses- 

sion of the British liner Appem 
brought into Hampton Roads last 
February by a German prize crew, 
Was awarded today to her English 
owners, the African Steam Navigation 
Co., by Judge Wadill of the Federal! 
District Court. An appeal will be 
taken when the opportunity is given 
next Wednesday and the final decision 
in the libel proceedings probably will 
be given by the Supreme Court. 
In the meantime, the Appam will 
stay at Newport News in the custody 
fof the United States Marshal or will 
be turned over to her owners under 
bond. Her cargo has been sold for 
$684,000 and the money is being held 
by the court. 

What is to become of Lieut. Berg, the 
prize commander, and his crew of 22 
men “must: be determined by the State 
Department at Washington. They have 
been living aboard the Appam, claifhing 
her as the property of the German Gov- 
ernment, but the general belief here is 
that they now will be interned along 
with the men of the German raiders 
laid up here. ~ 

Judge Waddill’s decision, given after 
months of consideration, held that the 
Appam lost her status as a prize when 
she enteréd American territorial wa- 
ters to remain indefinitely. He reject- 
ead the German contention that the 
Prussian-American treaty of 1799 per- 
mitted German prizes to be tied up in 
American water, and held that a prize 


could be brought in only by & war ves- 
sel acting @s a convoy, and then only 
for the temporary causes recognized 
by Internationa) law. An opinion given 
by Secretary Lansing to the German 
Ambassador to the same effect was 
quoted at length by the court. 

A decision by a German prize 
court that the Appam was a lawful 
prize was held to be without effect 
upon the proceedings of the courts of 
the United States. The same German 
court recently adjudged to be prize 
money some $760,000 in gold, taken 
from the Appam when she was cap- 
tured off the coast of Spain by the 
raider Moewe. 


Appam Prize Crew Likely to Be In- 


terned. 

WASHINGTON, July 23.—Internment 
of the-German prize crew of the liner 
Appam until the end of the European 
war, State Department officials said in- 
formally tonight, probably will follow 
the Federal Court's decision at Nor- 
folk, awarding the captured ship to 
her British owners. 

In the absence of both Secretary 
Lansing and Counsellor Polk, how- 
ever, officials were reticent about dis- 
cussing the legal and diplomatic prob- 
lems involved in the decision. Assist- 
ant Secretary Phillips said he expected 
the German Government would prompt- 
ly raise the diplomatic questions, par- 
t‘cularly in relation to the disposition 
of the prize crew.

Foreign Office Statement Re-!|: 


views Political Events of Sec- 
ond Year of the War. 


TEUTONS ARE CONFIDENT 


ST.LOUIS POST-DISPATCH 
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Declares Entente’s Purpose to Be 


Aggrandizement, While Ger- | 


man Goal Is Freedom of Seas. 


By Associated Press. 

BERLIN, via London, July 2%.—Re- 
viewing the folitical events of the sec- 
ond year of the war, the German For- 
eign Office has given to the Associated 
Press the foiiowing statement. 

“Unlike the military situation, it is 
not easy to review briefly the develop- 
ments in the confused paths of politica. 
events, but an attempt will be made in 
the following statement to trace the 
leading ideas connected with the polit- 
ical problems of the second year of the 
war. 

“The world war was caused by Rus- 
sia‘“s aggressive policy supported by 
Franows policy of revenge. But it wus 
rendered possible solely by the fact that 
England subordinated to her economic 
antagonism to Germany all her other in- 
teresta 

“Whereas, Germany’s enemies regarded 
it quite in order that they demand ter- 
ritorial aggrandizements at the cost of 
others—like Russia, who wants Constan- 
tinople and Galicia, like France, who 
desires Alsace-Lorraine and the left 
bank of thé Rhine and like Italy, who 
seeks Austrian territory—they grudze 
Germany even that she strive to devel- 
op herself economically in peaceable 
competition, and they pronounce this 
an unpardonable sin against the world’s 
order of things. 


“They are unwilling that Germany 


should become great and strong  be- 


cause the other Powers want to be 
economic masters of the world. Terri- 
torial and economic aggrandizement has 
united Germany's foes in a war of ie- 
struction against us. 

“Aims in a Clearer Light.” 

“The second year, whose end is now 
approaching, has brought these true 
aims of our opponents into clearer 
light. In Russia this is openly admit- 
ted, they having an understanding with 
England and want Constantinople os 
their war goal. In France there is a 
war-mad cry for Alsace Lorraine. 

“In England, too, the mask has been 
dropped. It is openly admitted that 
Belgium was only a pretext to justify 
England’s participation in the war 
which was undertaken only from self- 
interest. Garmany must be destroyed. 
Germany shall never more raise her 
head economically nor militarily. In 
this way is the goal of our enemy more 
clearly enunciated during the second 
year of the war. 

“Tt is equally clear that the talk of 
@ struggle of democracy against mili- 
tarism is only a catchword used by ot 
enemies to create sentiment and to 
cloak outwardly their real purpose of 
destruction. Assuredly there can be no 
talk of a struggle for the maintenance 
of democratic principles when one sido 
gets out to destroy the enemy complete- 
lv, including the civillan population. 

“And is England really the kind of 
democracy she pretends to be? Has 
not the entire development of England 
during the war shown that England ‘s 
drawing further than ever away from 
democracy? 

“Moreover, if England had really re- 
sorted to war in defense of the rights 
of the smaller nations, as she fondly 
announces to the world, she could 
without damage to her position havo 
answered otherwise than with the 
threat of destroying Germany. 

“Chancellor von Bethmann-Hollweg’s 
remarks, made in the course of the year, 
outlined German aims with sufficient 
clearness. England therefore wants 8a 
war of destruction, a war to the knife, 
which, according to the plans of our 
enemies, shall continue “even after the 
cannon is silenced; for treir former talk 
about the permanent peace that they 
wished to establish has been drowned 
under the shout that Germany’s ene- 
mies are raising over the Paris economic 
conference. 

“Permanent Economic Warfare.” 

“It is not enough that the world must 
be shaken by 2 protracted, bloody war. 
The world must not even thereafter en- 
joy a settled peace if the will of the 
entente Powers prevails for the deci- 
sions of the economic conference do not 
signify an economic peace, but @ per- 
manent economic warfare which never 
will permit the world to come to rest 
upon the basia of peaceful competition. 

“This shows at the same time that the 
great words of the entente Powers about 
fighting for the rights of smaller na- 
tions and international order are empty 
sounds, for wnen Germany's enemies 
seek to control neutral trade, they sim- 
ply ignore the rights of other countries 
and base not on the principle of right, 
but upon pure might, rrecisely what 
they allegedly want to abolish. 

“The second year of the war, there- 
fore, shows that our enemies are pre 
cisely what they all along wrongly 
reproached Germany with being, namc- 
le  disturbers be a nt an

‘Neutral states yielding to might had 
to submit to many illegal measures vf 
the entente Powers contrary to their 
own interests. But it is not enough; 
with the throttling of neutral trade our 
enemies try also to place political fetters 
upon neutral countries. Portugal, as 
Engiand’s vassal, even permitted itself 
to be dragged into t war at the be- 
ginning of the year. Other states like 
Holland, on the other hand, by energetic 
precautions against England’s maneu- 
vers, have been wise to preserve their 
neutrality. 

“One observes, therefore, in the second 
war year indiscriminate violations of 
the rights of neutrals in the interests of 
England and her allies. These viola- 
tions will also continue through the 
third year war and even increase, unless 
all signs prove false. 


“Germany’s Ultimate Goal.” 
‘“‘Whether on the neutral side any fac- 


tors are to be thrown into the scale 
against this, Germany is continutng with 
the tenacity the struggle which will also 
in the long run prove advantageour to 
the neutral as shown by their experi- 
ences with England; for the ultimate 
goal of Germany’s struggle is the free- 
dom of the seas. Germany’s sea power, 
which undoubtedly is quite unpleasant 
to our enemies, is a counter weight to 
Engiand’s arbitrary domination of the 
seas and it will be to the advantage of 
the whole world. 

“Germany proved in the past year, 
contrary to England’s example, that in 
attaining her end she seeks so far as 
possible to avoid violating the just 
rights of neutrals. She even went far 
toward meeting the wishes of the Unit- 
ed States in her conduct of submarine 
warfare in spite of the fact that the 
enemy was trying to subdue Germany 
through an illegal war upon her peace- 
able population.

Through the acces- 
sion of Bulgaria, which resulted in the 
subjugation of Servia, the way was 
opened for the Central Powers from Ber- 
lin to Constantinople and to Bagdad, an 
event of far reaching importance.

First Chief Expected to Agree to 
U. S. Proposals Unless 
Generals Desert Him. 


WASHINGTON, July 29.—The Govern- 
nent will not change its border pro- 
gram until Mexico replies to the note 
sent to First Chief Carranza yesterday. 
The War Department will continue its 
preparedness to protect the border as 
if no negotiations for conferences were 
on. More national guard troops will 
ba sent to serve in Texas, New Mexico 
and Arizona. 


The note delivered to Mexican Ambas- 
sador-designate Arredondo by acting 
Secrtary Polk yesterday gave general 
satisfaction to Democratic leaders in 
Washington. Republican partisans 
seem to believe further parleys between 
the Wilson and the Carranza adminis- 
trations will help candidate Hughes. 
They claim the people are tired of par- 
leys, and want intervention. 


The President does not think the cit- 
izens of the United States demand war 
with Mexico. He believes the masses 
of the nation are supporting him in his 
sincere efforts to fron out the differ- 
ences between this country and Mex- 
ico. In this view he is supported by 
Senators Stone, Pomerene, Clarke’ of 
Arkansas, Hitchcock of Nebraska, Gor- 
man, Willicms, swanson and Saulsbury, 
and Representative Flood and others of 
the House Committee on Foreign Af- 
fairs. 


If Carranza accepts the President’s 
counter-proposition to enlarge the 
scope of the proposed conference, the 
schedule for the joint commission wil] 
read like this: 


1, Shall the United States withdraw 
her troops from Mexico? 


2. To reach a definite understanding 
as to the reciprocal crossing of the 
frontier by the forces of both coun- 
tries. 


3. The fixing of the blame for the 
origin of incursions into the Unite! 
States to date. 


4. The question of tndemnification for 
damage to the property of Americans 
and the killing of American citizens. 


5. The questian of turning the railroad 


ful owners. 


6. The question cf returnirg embargo 
properties, which amount to millions, 
to their rightful owners. 

7. The problem of security for the 
future to Americans and other foreig. 
ners. 

The belief is general among persons 
here conversant with the Mexican sit- 
uation that Carranza will agree to 
the counter proposition of the United 
States if he has any assurance that 
his military leaders in the fleld will 
support him. United States officials 
know he is afraid he cannot hold his 
warriors to either if he appears to 
yield too much. 

If the two governments agree and 
the commission is appointed, a long 
and tedious conference is anticipated. 
It is expected that the November eleo- 
tions will be over before the co: freres 
make their reports, In the mean- 
time, the United States troops will re- 
main on the border, ready for any 
emergency. 


Carranza Is Given American Reply 


to Proposal. 

MEXICO CITY, July 2%--The answer 
of the United States Government ac- 
cepting the proposal for a conference 
concerning relations with Mexico was 
translated into Spanish today and sub- 
mitted to General Carranza. It is pos- 
sible that his reply, acquainting the 
United States with his desires as to 
the time and place of holding the con- 
ference, will go forward to Eliseo Ar- 
redondo, the Mexican Ambassador Des- 
ignate at Washington, tonight.

Correspondence Given Out by 
British Shows Effort to Save 
Fryatt’s Life. 


LONDON, July 2.—The Foreign Of- 
fice today published the communica- 
tion it sent to American Ambassador 
Walter H. Page, concerning the case 
of Capt. Fryatt. The communication 
states:

“July 27, referring to your telegram I 
brought the case of Fryatt to the at- 
tention of the Imperial Foreign office 
in: writing on the 20th and the 22d, and 
requested an opportunity to engage 
counsel. A verbal reply was made yes- 
terday stating the trial had been fixed 
for today at Bruges—it added that the 
Foreign Office had requested a post- 
ponement if possible. I have today re- 
ceived a written reply stating it was 
impossible to grant a postponement as 
German submarine witnesses could not 
be detained further. 

“Maj. Noumann had been appointed 
by the German authorities to defend 
Fryatt. He, in civil life, is an attorney 
and justicat (queen's counsel).”’ 

Mevwspapers are Bitter. 

The morning newspapers today com- 
ment bitterly and at great length on 
the execution b ythe Germans of Capt. 
Fryatt of the steamship Brussels. Dis- 
cussing the legal aspects of the case, 
the newspapers almost without excep- 
tion quote the United States naval war 
code of 1900, Article lv, Clause $, which 
reads: 


“The personnel of a merchant vess2! 
who, in self-defense, resists attack are 
entitled, if captured, to the status of 
prisoners of war.” 


Nevertheless, the editorials admit that 
the Germans take a different view, and 
the Daily News, endeavoring to eluci- 
date the German viewpoint, says: 


“The Germans have always sought to 
draw a most implacable line between 
combatant and non-combatant, and in 
German eyes the fate of Capt. Fryatt 
may quite honestly be logical.” 

According to information received 
here, Capt. Fryatt was sentenced 
to death because while in command of 
the British steamship Wrexam in 1915 
he was alleged to have attempted to ram 
a German submarine. 


Germans Cite Prize Regulations to 
Justify Shooting. 

BERLIN, via London, July 29.—The ex- 
ecution at Bruges, on July 27, of Capt. 
Charles Fryatt of the British steamship 
Brussels, after trial by courtmartial, for 
attempting to ram a German submarine, 
denotes a new phase in the controversy 
over the sea rights of merchantmen, 

The German Government prize regula- 
tions issued before the beginning of the 
war adopted the principle that merchant- 
men were not entitled to commit acts of 
war and it threatens to treat as pirates 
those attempting to do 80. 

The execution of Capt. Fryatt, German 
officials contend, is in accord with that 
principle, which, according to the Ger- 
man view, merely extends to sea war- 
fare the principles already controlling 
franc tireur activity on land. 


Washington Naval Officer Thinks 
Capt. Fryatt’s Execution Legal. 

WASHINGTON, July 29.—Expert 
opinion of naval officers here today 
changed only slightly with enlighten- 
ment on the action of the German 
naval field court in condemning to 
death without further trial Capt. 
Charles Fryatt of the British mer- 
chantman Brussels. 

“If Capt. Fryatt, especially under 
orders from the Admiralty of his Gov- 
ernment, tried to run down an enemy 
submarine exercising a justifiable act 
of war,” said one officer, “his act 
took on very much the same aspect 
as an armed civilian, without uniform, 
who shoots at an enemy sentry after 
being ordered to halt. 

“The only recognition such @ orea- 
ture has under international law is 
that he be shot at sight.” 

Others, however, were inclined to 
take the view that the captain should 
have Leen allowed to contest the 
charge in civil court with witnesses 
and evidence. Some officers expressed 
the opinion that the punishment 
meted out was too severe. One char- 
acterized the sentence as “heinous 
cruclty.”

More Than 700 Wagon Drivers 
in Union to Stand by Demand 
for $4 Increase.

More than 700 milk wagon drivers met 
last night at labor headquarters, 2228 
Olive street, and pledged themselves to 
strike next Tuesday morning if a de- 
mand for a wage increase of $4 a week 
is not granted at a conference of union 
men and dairy employers tomorrow 
afternoon. The drivers now are paid an 
average wage of $14 a week. 


The union has a membership of 850 
milk and ice cream wagon drivers. The 
only drivers not members of the union 
are said to be owners of small dairies 
who drive their own wagons. 

A committee of employers, represent- 
ing dairy interests, will confer at labor 
headquarters with representatives of 
their union employes headed by H. R. 
Norman, secretary of the local union, to 
discuss a basis for the renewal of the 
wage contract which expires at mid- 
night Monday. 

Within the past month union labor 
leaders have sent written notices to the 
employers of milk drivers, telling them 
that the workmen will demand more pay 
in the new contract. A joint meeting 
then was arranged One employer snid 
he believed an agreement would be 
reached. 

William Frey, 1739A Nicholson place, 
president of the Milk Wagon Drivers’ 
Union, Local No, 603 said the drivers 
werk an average of from 10 to 13 hours 
a day. He said he believed the em- 
Ployers would grant the men’s demands. 

There are 900 milk wagon drivers in 
St. Louis, Frey raid, and 850 are in the 
union.

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Kiel-Schmoll Faction, In Supporting Swanger, 
Looking Ahead to Mayoralty Election— 
Claims Made for Lamm. 


Nothing surpassing in bitterness the 
fight over the Republican nomination 


for Governor has been seen in Missouri 
politics in recent years. The fight 1s 
around Judge Henry Lamm and John ¥. 
‘Swanger, both of Sedalia, the leading 
candidates, although neither is, attack- 
ing the other. The fight is more par- 
ticularly between the supporters than 
among the candidates themselves. 


The governorship contest furnishes 
the only stirring feature of the Re- 
publican campaign. The Republican or- 
ganization in St. Louis is split wide 
open, and the two factions have beconte 
so embittered against each other that 
the forecast is freely made by the Re- 
publican State leaders that the local 
Republicans have hurt the chances of 
the Republicans carrying the State in 
November. 
Mayor Kiel and Republican City Chair- 
man John Schmoll, with former Circuit 
Judge Selden P. Spencer in the back- 
ground as the real campaign manager, 
are supporting Swanger. The real fac- 
tors in the Lamm campaign are City 
Collector Edmond Koeln, Otto F. Stifel, 
the brewer, and Jeptha D. Howe, for- 
mer chairman of the Republican City 
Committee. They have organized an 
exceptionally strong Campaign Commit- 
tee of business men to push Lamm ’s 
cause. 

Looking to Election in Spring. 

The primary obiect of Kiel and 
Schmoll is to retain control of the Re- 
publican City Comniittee in order to 
renominate Kiel for Mayor next spring. 
If Swanger should be elected Guvernor 
this would give tne Kiel faction con- 
trol of the Police, Excise and Election 
Boards in St. Louls, and give Kiel and 
Schmoll several thousand more jobs to 
hand out here, in addition to the thou- 
sands of city jobs. The faction opposing 
the Mayor figures that control of the 
State boards, in addition to the local of- 
fices, would make him an invincible po- 
litical power in St. Louis. They do 
not intend to allow this power to pass 
into his hands if they can prevent it. 

On the other hand, Kiel and Schmoll 
foar that the nomination of Judge 
Lamm would result in the elevation of 
Howe to the chairmanship of the Re- 
publican State Committee. They have 
used Howe’s name as a sort of scare- 
crow for years, and every time they 
were about to lose a political fight they 
raised the cry that Howe was secretly 
back of the contest against them. Howe 


is out in the open for Lamm now, and 
Kiel and Schmoll rave freely used his 
name in political debates. 

Charles D. Morris of St. Joseph and 
Hugh McIndoe of Joplin, the other Re- 
publican aspirants for Governor, have 
not developed any considerable strength. 
The Morris support in Kansas City will 
be thrown to Judge Lamm, and a con- 
siderable portion of his support in St. 
Joseph will also go to Lamm. In some 
of the counties of the northwest section 
of the State, where Morris would have 
been strong if he had developed 
strength, the majority of his followers 
are expected to go to Judge Lamm. 

Swanger Leads in Country. 
While it is expected that Judge Lamm 
also will carry St. Louls by a substan- 
tia) majority over Swanger, it appears 
that Swanger still holds the lead in the 
country districts, and that he will carry 
a large majority of the counties. 


There was much speculation yesterday 
as to how the race would terminate. 
The Swanger men asserted that Swang- 
er’s country lead would be so great that 
it could not be overcome by Lamm’s 
majorities in the cities. On the other 
hand, the Lamm supporters claimed 
that Judge Lamm had gained so rapidly 
in the country within the past 10 days 
that his vote would be almost equal to 
that of Swanger, and that the maforities 
he would receive in the cities would 
nominate him. 


The one predominating idea in the 
minds of St. Louis Republicans yester- 
day was that, with Swanger as the 
nominee for Governor, St. Louis would 
be lost to the Republicans in November, 
because the Republican leaders, believ- 
ing that Fred D. Gardner would be the 
Democratic nominee, openly declared 
that Gardner would beat Swanger in 
St. Louls.® This would imperil the en- 
tire local Republican ticket in the No- 
vember election. 

Another thing that ts hurting 
Swanger in St. Louis is the fact that 
the Kiel-Schmoll faction has switched 
around several times in the contest. 
Kiel and Schmoll first promised their 
support to EB. E. E. McJimsey of 
Springfield, when the latter was con- 
sidering the question of running fer 
Governor, and finally, by switching 
to Swanger, discouraged McJimsey to 
such an extent that he did not file. 

There are contests In many wards 
over City Central Committeemen, and 
these contests are worrying Kiel and

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Contest for Governorship Between Seven Candi- 
dates Only One That Aroused Excitement— 
Gardner Regarded as Winner. 


The campaigns of Democratic candi- 
dates who are seeking nomination for 
State offices at the primary election 
Tuesday, were nearly all brought to a 
close yesterday. Practically the only 
contest that has created any excite- 
ment is that over the governorship, with 
seven candidates making a fight for the 
nomination. 


United States Senator Reed has made 
no campaign for renomination. He is 
opposed by L. A. Martin of Chillicothe, 
who is unknown to the voters of the 
State. Senator Reed is expected to be 
renominated almost unanimously. 


The campaign managers of Fred D. 
Gardner of St. Louis yesterday claimed 
that he would carry 8 counties in the 
State and would win in St. Louis by a 
big majority.. Omar D. Gray, cam- 
paign manager for Gardner, said that 
his candidate would come to St. Louis 
with not less than 20,000 majority over 
his nearest competitor, and that 8st 
Louis would further increase his lead. 
John M. Atkinson, until recently chair- 
man of the Public Service Commission, 
ig generally considered second in the 
rece, although supporters of Secretary 
of State Cornelius Roach still think 
that he has a chance to finish second, 
and some think he has a chance to win. 
Three Without a Chance, 

The campaign 1 anagers of other can- 
didates who have made a careful can- 
vass of the situation say that Roach 
will be fortunate if he beats out the 
Rev. Arthur N. Lindsey of Clinton for 
third place. It is generaly conceded that 
Gardner, Atkinson, Roach and Lindsey 
will be the four leaders in the race, and 
that James A. Houchin, Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor William K Painter and Attorney- 
General John T. Barker will fight it out 
for fifth, sixth and seventh places. 
Neither Barker, l.ouchin nor Painter is 
figured in political circles as having a 
remote chance to win. 

The campaign managers of the other 
candidates, as well as the candidates 
themselves, have been trying for six 
en

months to jockey Gardner out of first 
place. Nearly all the candidates, in 
their campaign speeches, have devoted 
the greater part of their talks to at- 
tacks upon Gardner. The mails going 
out from the headquarters yesterday 
were filled with attacks upon him. 

Nothing that the candidates them- 
selves have said or done seems to have 
shaken Gardner’s support very much. 
The only thing that has been used ef- 
fectively against him was the matter 
sent out by the Anti-Saloon League, 
charging that some liquor, several years 
ago, had been sent out in shipments of 
coffins from his plant in St Louis. Al- 
though these shipments were Christmas 
presents to customers, and the incident 
happened 10 years or more ago, some 
of the radical drys have been turned 
against Gardner by these attacks. 

Gartner Ignores Attacks. 

Gardner has made no reply to any 
of the attacks made upon him and he 
has not attacked any of the other can- 
didates. He will be supported in St. 
Louis by 24 of the 28 Democratic City 
Committeemen, and in Kansas City 
by the Pendergast and one-half the 
Shannon factions. 

Roach will have the support of 
Lawrence P. Daley of the Seventeenth 
Ward, and the followers of State Sen- 
ator Mike Kinney and James P. Miles 
in the Fifth and Fourth Wards. These 
leaders generally are able to deliver 
the vote of their wards. The First 
Ward may be also delivered to Roach. 

State Senator Wallace Crossley of 
Warrensburg is figured as the most 
likely choice of the party for Lieu- 
tenant-Governor. James Kelly Pool 
of Centralia probabi, will win the 
nomination for Secretary of State. 
There is a three-cornered fight for the 
nomination for State Auditor, former 
Senator John L Bradley of St. Fran- 
cois County, and John T. Wayland of 
Kansas City, being in the fight against 
John P. Gordon, the present Auditor,

Contest for Attorney-General. 

There are three candidates for At- 
terney-General—Joseph T. Davis and 
Ernest E. Green of St. Louis, and 
Frank W. McAllister of Monroe County. 
McAllister was defeated for this nom- 
ination four years ago by Barker. He 
is being supported by several public 
service corporations. He is also send- 
ing to country voter, in an effort to 
win their support, a card calculated to 
prejudice the country voters against 
the city. This card, which contains a 
reprint from a country newspaper, says: 

“In selecting a candidate for Attor- 
ney-General it is well for the country 
voters to remember that St. Louis is 
making a persistent fight to have the 
State Board of Equalization raise the 
assessed value of farm lands and coun- 
try real estate generally, to its actual 
cash value. This means that the valua- 
tion of real estate in the country would 
pe trebled or quadrupled and the taxes 
raised in the same proportion. The At- 
torney-General is a member of the State 
Board of Equalization, and Frank Ww. 
McAllister of Monroe County has lived 
in the country all his life, is in sym- 
pathy with the country people and can 
be depended upon to oppose the efforts 
of St. Louis to raise the taxes of the 
country people to the bitter end. Both 
of his opponents are from the city of 
St. Louis.” 

There is not very much interest in 
the contest among candidates for city 
nominations, for the reason that the 
Democratic chances for winning locally 
in November are not bright.

WASHINGTON, July 29. — Strategic 
highways can now be constructed pur- 
*,@uant to the provisions of the $5,000,000 
~ Federal aid roads bill which has just 
been signed by President Wilson. The 
first of these highways necessary for 
military purposes would naturally be 
the road which parallels the boundary 
between the United States and Mexico, 
and traverses the States of Texas, New 
® Mexico, Arizona and California. 
¢ The cost of construction of these joint- 

ly-built highways is to be borne, 50 per 

cent by the Federal Government and 50 

per cent by the States; the Federal 

monies being divided proportionate to 
area, population and post road mileage. 

The largest amount allotted to any State 

4s to Texas, by reason of its large area. 

The other three mentioned States also 

have a very large allowance. 

“Therefore it would be possible to se- 
eure out of the appropriations for this 
year and 1917 over a million and a half 
of Federal monies, which, together with 
the contributions of the States, would 
ke over three million dollars available

Military authorities who have made 
close study of European and Mexican 
conditions have said that the latter are 
infinitely. worse, so far as motor cars 
are concerned. Their opinion is par- 
ticularly pertinent in connection with 
the work of a Cadillac Eight which is 
in the service of the United States avi- 
ation corps in Northern Mexico.

Identity of Purchasers Not 
Disclosed, but Realty Firm 
in Deal Says It Is Fortified 
Financially to Carry Out 
Building Scheme as Pro- 
jected. 


Yesterday the Federal Court in Chi- 
cago ratified the sale of 2/00 front feet 
of the Rock Island tract, on the south 
side of Berlin avenue, extending from 
Union boulevard to Ve Balieviere ave- 
nue to a local syndicate for $200,000. 

As the Rock Island Railroad, owner 
of the land, is in ereceivership, the 
sale was subject to the Court’s approval. 

The purchasers, according to realty 
authorities, have executed a coup in 
obtaining control of the tract, which 
forms the most eligible site in the city 
for ultra high-class apartments and 
which has been the magnet of builders 
ever since it Was surrender for terminal 
purposes by the railroad company. 

Site for High-Grade Apartments. 

The syndicate, in which David P. 
Leahy is the prime figure, was repre- 
sented by Cornet & Zelbig, while W. 
J. Holbrook, president of the Holbrook- 
Blackwelder company, acted for the 
Rock Island. 

The syndicate has plans for a chain 
ot fire-proof apartment buildings, to 
cost, exclusive of ground, $1,500,000. 

As now proposed, each building will 
be four stories high, comprising eight 
apartments. 

A building line of 75 feet will be ob- 
served, while between each building 
there will be a driveway in connection 
with + garage in the rear of the prem- 
ises. Between Union boulevard and Belt 
avenue the tract is 258 feet deep, and 
between Belt and De Baliviere avenue, 
185 feet deep. 

While they decline to disclose its 
identity, Cornet & Zeibig declare the 
syndicate has ample resources to car- 
ry out the building scheme on the 
elaborate system proposed. 

David P. Leahy, who was active in 
promoting the syndicate. will have 
a voice in its plans. 

The purchase does not include the 
southwest corner of Union boulevard 
and Berlin avenue, and the southwest 
c rner of Berlin avenue and DeBali- 
viere avenues, both of which are 
owned by the Rock Island Railroad 
Co. 

Family Hotel Projected. 

If negotiations do not go awry, 
the Union boulevard corner, Holbrook 
says, will be improved with a mag- 
nificent family hotel, while the De 
Baliviere corner will be built up as a 
high-class business block. The for- 
mer site has a frontage on Union 
boulevard of 245 feet by a depth on 
Berlin avenue of 150 feet. The latter 
is 185x155 feet. The Union boulevard 
corner, lying adjacent to the West- 
moreland and Portland places and 
Forest Park, constitutes one of the 
most attractive sites in the city for 
a large, high-class family hostelry. 

The Roct: Island Railroad Co. pur- 
chased the tract just prior to the 
World's Fair for terminals incident to 
that project. The price paid -was 
$400,000, the tract being a prize for which 
the Wabash and other railroads were 
competing. After the centennial pe- 
riod, at the instance of the West- 
moreland and Portland place resi- 
dents, the tract was abandoned for 
railroad purposes.

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Futures Rise to New H'gh Records During Past

BISMARCK, N. D., July 29.—R. 
F. Flint, State Commissioner of 
Agriculture, today estimated that 
the North Dakota wheat crop this 
year would be 76,000,000 bushels, just 
half of what it was last year and 
25,000,000 bushels less th the Fed- 
eral estimate of July 1. ust, heat 
and floods were the three factors 
that — the prospective yield, 
he sald. 


Wheat futures sold at new high 
records on the present crop scare in 
the early local speculation last week, 
but in tne iate market values reacted 
about 3 cents from the top. Yester- 
day’s market was about 1 cent lower 
than the previous session, with final 
quotations close to the bottom point 
of the day. 

Corn touched the highest price in 
20 years for this season, bu ost a 
portion of its advance when wheat 
met selling. Oats were firm with 
corn, but reflected some selling on 
large receipts and favorable harvest 
— from the Southwest crop 

eit 

At the moment the wheat market is 
swayed entirely by the spring wheat 
situation, which, from authentic re- 
ports, is bordering on the sensational. 
While this condition lasts the bears 
will make little headway against values, 
but that the advance and dam re- 
ports will be overdone and largely ex- 
aggerated goes without saying. 

hat the statistical position is weaker 
than appears, however, is indicated by 
the flood of wheat reaching the North- 
western and Canadian markets; for at 
Minneapolis and Duluth, receipts are 
twice as heavy as last year, while Win- 
nipeg is rolling up 650 to 700 cars of 
wheat a day, compared with 20 and #0 
cars a year ago, and there is apparently 
no end to the amount of grain that is 
yet to come to market.

DEFINES STATUS OF 
NATIONAL GUARD 


Militia Not Yet Subject to For- 
eign Service, but President 
Can Issue Draft. 


By Wire From the Washingten Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, July 29.~-An official 
opinion on the status of the national 
guard under the cal] for Federal] service 
was transmitted today from Judge Advo- 
cate General Crowder of the army to 
the House, in response to a resolution 
by Representative J. Hampton Moore of 
Penngylvania. The opinion, about 2000 
words in length; views the guard as in 
the-service of the United States, under 
an “existing emergency," subject to the 
regulations of the army and the orders 
of the President. The only authority the 
state Governors have over ,the troops is 
that of appointing officers for them 
where vacancies exist. The national 
guard is not yet subject to service across 
the border, but the President has been 
authorized by Congress to issue a. draft 
at his discretion which would render 
them so. 

In requesting the dcpinion of the War 
Department, Representative Moore 
stated that he had been receiving volu- 
minous letters and telegrams asking 
whether the militiamen were in Federal 
service, whether they were stibject to 
foreign service and whether their widows 
and dependents could draw pensions in 
the event of their being disabled or 
killed in line of duty. 

Enmtited to Pensions. 

The War. Department's answer said 
that army officials had been endeavoring 
for some time to straighten out the 
status of the troops which had been 
complicated by the call of June 18, issued 
just at a time when the organized mi- 
litia of the several states was in the act 
of transforming itself into national 
guard under the provisions of the na- 
tionel defense act which went Into ef- 
fect June 8 Under this and previous 
acts, however, the guardsmen are en- 
titled to pensions for death and disa- 
bility incurred in the line of duty and 
not resulting of their own misconduct. 

Previous to June 8, what was gen- 
erally termed the national guard was, 
in reality, only the organized militia, 
the unorganized militia being every 

ile-vuaied male citizen between the 
ages of 18 and 45 years. The organ- 
fzed militia was organized and con- 
trolled by the Dick Act of 1903. The 
national defense act provided that all 
organized militia be mustered into 
Na..onal guard, owing primary alle- 
giance to the Federal Government. 
This transformation war being 
brought about when the President is- 
sued his mobilization call. Conse- 
quently the call had to include both 
organized militia and national guard. 

In Governmeut Service. 

With the exception of the Arizona, 
New Mexico and Texas guard, which 
are on the border under the call of 


“May 9, the militia troops have either 


been taken in as national guard or 
mustered in as such. They are now 
national guard, and not a part of the 
regular army. 

“Both classes of troops (nationa] 
guard and militia),” according to the 
opinion, “are in the pay of the United 


States Government, and are entitled,¢ 


while in the service, to the same pay 
and allowances as regular troops; 
both classes of the militia are entitled 
to pensions for disabilities incurred in 
their period of servee under the sama 
conditions as are regular troops; and 
their beneficiaries are also entitled, 
under the decision of the Comptroller 
of July 20, 1916, to the six months’ 
gratuity pay in ‘the case of their 
death while in the _ service from 
wounds or disease ‘not the result of 
their own misconduct.’ ”

ARMY STAFF DENUDED

Mdwards, Bryant H, Wells and Walter 
C. Babcock, ordered to Fort Sam Hous- 
ton, Texas, for assignment by Major- 
General Funston as chiefs of staff for 
provisional divisions of the National 
Guard stationed in the Southern De- 
partment.

“Eternal culling is the pyce of suc- 
cess,” ig the way one poultryman has 
paraphrased a well-known adage. And 
therein he expressed a great truth, 
There is no doubt that the most suc- 
cessful poultrymen in America are those 
who cull the closest and who keep eter- 
nally at it. It will take the poultryman 
who only culls his flock once a year a 
much longer time to reach the goal of 
success than it will he who is constantly 
watching for defects and who consci- 
entiously weeds them out as fast as 
discovered. 

We are all familiar with the law of 
natural selection, which is ugually 
summed up by the expression, “‘the sur- 
vival of the fittest."" And we all know 
how slow improvement is when the cull- 
ing is left to nature alone. But when 
man steps in with a well-fixed ideal in 
mind, and intelligently co-operates with 
and directs nature, he finds that he can 
bring about certain desired improve- 
ments almost at will. 

While the breeder should be on the 
lookout for defects the year around, 
this matter of culling is especially im- 
portant at this season of the year when 
the young stock is rapidly approaching 
maturity. Every bird should be exam- 
ined, ‘first, for deformities, such ag 
crooked back and crooked breast-bone, 
and second, for standard disqualificar 
tions. (We are assuming that each »f 
our reacers breeds some variety of 
standard poultry.) Just what these dis- 
qualifications are depend upon the va- 
riety, and may be ascertained by con- 
sulting the American Standard of Per- 
fection. 

Two Common Qualifications, 

Two of the most common disqualifica- 
tions, and which apply to many varie- 
ties, are ‘‘side-sprigs’’ and feathers on 
legs. A side-sprig is a pointed growth 
coming out from one or both sides of 
the comb, usually near the rear. It is 
a defect sometimes found in all singlv- 
comb varieties. Birds showing this de- 
fect should be immediately consigned to 
the butcher or the frying pan. Any 
feathers, no matter how small, on the 
legs or between the toes of any clean- 
legged variety, such as the Plyrgputn 
Rocks, Rhode Island Reds, Wyandottes, 
orpingtons. leghorns, etc., is a disquall- 
fication. and birds having them should 
not be used for breeding purposes. 

But far more important than culling 
for standard requirements, from the 
standpoint of ultimate success, is the 
matter of culling for constitutional vig- 
or. This includes several vitally impo -- 
tant qualities. Among them may be 
mentioned ability to withstand disease 
and maintain perfect health, as wel! as 
the ability to transmit this perfect 
strength and health to the offspring. It 
will thus be readily apparent that con- 
atitutional vigor is the very foundation 
of success in the poultry business, that 
without it all efforts towards improve- 
ment will be futile. It is for this rea- 
son that the wise poultryman insists 
upon constitutional vigor first and other 
desirable qualities an@ characteristics 
afterwards. : 

In culling for constitutional vigor, or, 
rather, for the lack of it, we must leasn 
to be able to quickly recognize signs cf 
constitutional weakness. There are sev- 
era] -f these signs which even the be- 
ginner can quickly learn. Perhaps fore- 
most among these is the long, narrow, 
snakey head, often spoken of as a “crow 
head.” Such a head conformation is 
almost a sure sign of a poorly devel- 
oped bird with a weak constitution. 

Narrow Breast ond Knock-Knees. 

Two other physical indications of con- 
stitutional weakness are, first, narrow 
breast; and, second, knock-krees. Now 
and then a cockerel with the strongest 
kind of a constitution will grow so 
rapidly that he will appear slightly 
knock-kneed when he is at the “awk- 
ward stage’ just before reaching ma- 
turity. In such cases this defect will 
quickly disappear, while it will linger 
in the bird that is constitutionally weak. 
In a very large majority of cases the 
three signs of constitutional weakness 
mentioned will all appear jn the saine 
bird. Thus, there will be little danger 
of making a mistake in culling for this 
defect. Birds showing these signs of 
weakness should never, under any con- 
sideration, be used for breeding pur- 
poses. 

In these days of the “high cost of liv- 
ing’ of poultry as well as people, one 
cannot afford to feed weaklings and 
defectives. Only normal, vigotous, well- 
developed birds that can be depended 
upon to pay their board bijl, and then 
some, are worthy of a place in the mod- 
ern poultry yard.

Muck Soil Yields — 
Profit in Peppermint 


If the owner of muck soil will clean 
up such land, dredge and ditch it and 
plant it to peppermint, he can make 
it yield a handsome profit. Peppermint 
is tended mostly by horse and plow. 
Little hand labor is needed. Five crops 
are harvested from one planting of roots 
with only two years’ work required, and 
t builds up the soil instead of runnin 
it down. "2 

After the drainage system is complet- 
ed, rid the soj] of all growth, : ots and 
bogs. Plow deeply, eight or ten inches, 
with a muck plow. 

After plowing pick off all roots, 
chunks and loose stuff. Harrow three 
or four times, roll and float until your 
ground is smooth. Make a marker simi- 
lar to a sled with the runners two feet 
apart. Weight it heavily and run over 
the field both ways, forming squares 
two feet each way. In each cross drop 
& peppermint root and use a hoe to 
cover it about four inches deep. 

Three or four good cultivatings and 
hoeings and one or two weedings, will 
kill weed growth on the rankest kind of 
ground. New ground requires very little 
attention except to keep the soil stirred. 
The second year requires more work on 
new ground than the first, as the rotted 
sod will spring a weed growth. 

Harvest time is determined by a few 
yellow lower leaves and the glistening 
appearance of the under side of the 
leaves, where the oil’ is deposited. The 
plant is cut like hay, left to cure for 4 
few days, then hauled to the still and 
placed in the vats. The vats are large, 
steam-tight tubs, 12 feet high and six to 
eight feet wide, with a capacity of one- 
third of a load each. A vat will yield 
10 to 12 rounds of oll. 


Comfort , Essential 
to Growing Chicks 


It is very important, of course, to 
the growth of the chicks that they be 
as comfortable as possible, and com- 
fort is not easy to secure sometimes 
in the summer. This is just as impor- 


sometimes it is neglected. Poultry, 
young and old, cannot do its best if 
confined in a heated house. Of courso, 
this discomfort is aggravated if lice 
and mites are present and if the 
house is filthy, but I am referring 
especially to heat. Fowls and chicks 
feel the heat just as human beings 
do, so that if they are kept In a poul- 
try house at night good ventilation 
should be provided. 
keeping growing chicks in 
coops, especially metal coops. These 
are hot in the daytime, but the 
chicks are not then in them. They 
cool off quickly at the close of the 
day and they are provided with means 
of ventilation. I have taken off the 
tops of the coops and put some 


house wire screens over them. A cover 
made of poultry netting would be good. 
I am sure that the chicks kept in these 


metal coops at night are comfortable, 
o matter how hot the weather may 
e in the daytime. Of course, they 
would not be comfortable if they are 


crowded. They are just as comfort- 
able as they were roosting out 
of doors and they are in a safer loca- 
tion. In- case of storm, of course, the 
regular metal cover is placed over 
the coop.

The future of the flock lies with the 
young stuff now coming on. It should 
be fed for the quickest possible growth. 
Often the difference between profit an.} 
loss in a flock kept for practical  ur- 
poses will depend upon whether the 
pullets begin laying at a certain time 
gr 30 to 60 days later. 

The pullet that begins laying in Oc- 
tober or November and keeps it up 
more or less steadily thereafter is the 
profitable one. The price of eggs goes 
up in October. If the pullets do not 
begin laying by November it is often

pretty difficult to get eggs from them | 
until the winter is about over. Right, 
now, therefore, the pullets should he 
comfortable and well fed. You will 
make no mistake if you give emphasis 
to the feeding of plenty of oats and 
green stuff. If you can get skimmiit, 
sweet or sour, this ig best of all. But- 
termilk is. good also. Provide shade 
and pure water. Fight lice and mites. 

It is very Important not to crowd che 
growing pullets. If the young stock 
which is to be kept for laying or for 
breeding is crowded, provide more room. 
If you can’t dq that dispose of sot.’s 
of the flock, young or old. Crowded 
stock will rarely do well. 

The pullets should, for best resulta, 
be away from the old hens, The cld 
birds peck at the pullets and annoy 
them, keeping them in a nervous condl- 
tion, and perhaps preventing them froin 
getting all they should have to ¢at. 
Besides, a system of feeding that is 
suitable for growing pullets is not best 
for old hens. As soon as the grow'ng 
cockerels begin worrying the puflets 
the sexes should be separated. 

A little later in the season the pultets 
should be introduced to the quarters 
in which they are to be kept during tne 
laying season. If they are chan ed 
around too much this interferes with 
development and ¢elays laying. 

The pullets should. lay when 6§ to % 
months of age, depending upon the 
breed. Make every effort to get them 
to the laying stage at the proper time 
for the breed. And when they do begin 
to lay, if you are interested fn breed- 
ing for increased egg production, baw] 
the pullets that begin laying first .ad 
keep at it. The breeder who can 
make 200 eggs grow where 100 grew ><- 
fore not only makes money for him- 
self, but is literally a public bene- 
factor.

WASHINGTON, July 2.—Exports to 
‘ Russia from the United States reached 
la value of $28,000;000 for the first three 
months of this year as compared with 
less than $1,000,000 for the same period 
last year, the Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce re_orted today. 


Although most exports consisted of 
war materials and machinery, persons 
interested in developing continuous 
commerce with Russia considered the 
report significant as indicating virtually 
the first extensive trade relations be- 
tween the countries.

SAN ANTONIO, Tex.. July 29.— 

Through the courtesy of the British 

Government the United States has come 

into possession of 300 Lewis machine 


guns and 6,000,000 roupds of ammunition. 


Barnum, and his aids, Capts. Drum and 
Fitzhugh Lee, watched yesterday the 
trial of four of these guns at Leon 
Springs where some illinois militia is, 
camped, and while none poses as a ma-' 
chine gun expert all wer’ much im- 
pressed and all seemed to believe that 
the weapon which has so often held the 
line in Flander> or Picardy against the 
terrific charges of the Germans is vey 
superior to the machine guns now used 
by the American army. 

The story of how the Lewis gun was 
perfected by an American army officer 
who did all in his power to get it adopt- 
ed by the United States, was rebuffed 
and placed it with European armies, has 
been told. The guns demonstrated yes- 
terday are the first to reach the border. 
Under the handling of the expert, Col. 
Dooley, the manufacturer's agent, there 
was not an unexpected jamming during 
th- firing of some 300 rounds. 

One of the chief advantages of the 
Lewis guns seems to be that the makers 
do not claim it will not jam, but have 
made provision immediately to reduce 
the jamming when it occurs, Jamming, 
which means the sticking: of a cartridge 


in the chamber or in the extractor, is

‘In the Lewis gun there is a port whach 
can be opened instantly and the operator 
has*a tool like a screw driver with 
which he can force the jammed cart- 
ridge or shells out, thus putting the 
piece in action again. 

In yesterday’s test four guns wvrre 
working perfectly, one in the hands of 
the expert, one a machine gun Sergeant 
and two by Illinois militiamen. Dootey 
then simulated conditions such as wowld 
exist in Mexico in a duststorm. He sfft- 
ed a,stream of dust over the disk fewd- 
ing the cartridges into the gun, but @he 
did not jam. 

Then he threw a handful of dust at “he 
breech, which was grabbing cartridges.

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Interesting tales of these voracious 
monsters by a man who spent 
years killing them as a pro- 
fession—The terrible Gray 
Nurse, most dreaded of all, 
a frequent slayer of men. 


INCE the accidents on the New Jersey coast, a 
few weeks ago, in which swimmers were killed 
by man-eating sharks, the old controversy as to 
the existence of man-killing sharks has been 

revived. There are not wanting those who deciare that 

the shark will never attack a man except through mis- 
take or when he bDelieves himself to be in danger. 

However that may be, the facts are indisputable that 

swimmers have fallen victims to those voracious mon- 

sters along our own Atlantic seaboard. 

Of the many accounts of these great fishes, perhaps 
none is more interesting than that Louis Becke, a hunter 
of big marine game. Although his narrative deals with 
sharks he found in the Southern Pacific, they are, for 
the most part, the same breeds as those to be found in 
the Atlantic. Following is his contribution to the sub- 
ject. 

ONSIDERING the numbers of the various 
species of sharks which infest the warm 
waters of the Southern seas, and the 
countless thousands who bathe.in the 
open so often, it is surprising that so 
few accidents occur. Sydney Harbor, 
for instance, is notorious for the number 

and ferocity of its sharks; and yet it is a matter of 

fact that seldom more than one or two persons are 
seized during the course of an entire year. 

In the summer months, however, the warmth of the 
water tempts bathers into c&arelessness; people, es- 
pecially boys, enjoy themselves by swimming in the 
open in preference to using one of the many public 
sea-bathing establishments, of which there are so many 
on the shores of Port Jackson. -l° have always con- 
sidered the Parramatta River, Lane Cove, and the arms 
of the Parramatta as being far more dangerous to bathe 
in or to be upset in, in a boat, than the clear, crystal- 
like waters of the islands of the North or South Pacific. 
And, indeed, the majority of deaths caused by sharks 
at Sydney occur in the upper reaches of the harbor, 
where the water, not being clear, especially when the 
tide is on the ebb, these predatory terrors are enabled 
to approach almost unobserved, and seize the unsus- 
pecting bather with far greater facility than would be 
afforded: the brutes in a water uncontaminated with 
mud or any other coloring matter. 

For me, sharks and their habits have always pos- 
sessed a very great interest. For five years (when a 
boy) I resided at a point on the Parramatta River 
directly opposite the then penal settlement of Cockatoo 
Island, and my brothers and myself not only learnt a 
great deal about sharks, but had some local fame as 
expert shark catchers, and our knowledge grew when 
we subsequently went to reside at the little township 
ai the mouth of the Hastings River, 160 miles north 
of Sydney. I must confess, however, that I did not 
in those days dream that later on in life I should, for 
two years, be engaged in shark catching in the South 
seas as a business on behalf of a firm of Chinese mer- 
chants. They employe. small schooners, manned by 
Polynesians, and our fishing grounds were Providence 
Lagoon and other isolated atolls in the North Pacific. 
It took ws from six to nine months to obtain a cargo 
of dried fins and tails for the Chinese markets, and the 
labor of catching and killing one to two hundred sharks 
every day was arduous in the extreme. 

On the Eastern coast of Australia the names of sev- 
eral of the species of sharks differ from those given to 
them in Tasmanian, New Zealand and Victorian waters. 
Those that the Sydney fisherman knows best, and prove 
such a pest to him when pursuing his calling, and de- 
stroy human life are the Tiger shark, the Blue Pointer, 
the so-called White shark and the Gray Nurse. Then 
come the Six-gilled and the Seven-illed shark, the 
Hammerheads and the Saw Shark. 

There is also the well-known Wobbygong, a creature 
of extraordinary and beautiful coloring, haunting rocky 
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Louis Becke, expert hunter of sharks. 


ottoms and feeding largely upon crawfish and other 
rustaceans. I have never heard of the Wobbygong 
attacking man. It is sluggish in its movements, and 
during the daytime may frequently be seen lying upon 
the bottom, its body resembling a gaily colored and 
motley-patterned strip of carpet. It is a nocturnal 
feeder but is often caught in the daytime if the baited 
hook is lowered directly in front of its mouth, which, 
unlike that of the mouth ef its brethren, is not under- 
shot. 

The jaws are filled with a mass of ugly looking point- 
ed teeth, set together in an irregular fashion, but all 
inclining inward. This shark has the most extraordi- 
nary power of assimilating the colorings and markings 
of its coat to its surroundings, and it requires a keen 
observer to determine whether the object at which he 
is gazing under 10 feet or so of water is not a patch 
of blue, red and orange colored seaweed growing upon 
stones or coral of equally brilliant and the same hues. 

I have frequently found a Wobbygong lying asleep 
in shallow rocky pools at low tide and, seizing it gent- 
ly but firmly by the tail, dragged it out of the water. 
I have never seen one exceeding five feet in length in 
Australian waters, but have heard of some attaining 
seven feet. Along each side of the head, and extending 
as far as the first gill slit, there is a very curious ar- 
rangement, consisting of a series of flaps of skin, grow- 
ing out from the side of the head, and with irregular 
serrated edges—in fact, they struck me as resembling 
ragged maple leaves in their autumnal tints. 

The appendages, when the creature is lying quiet, 
will often be seen to undulate gently as would seaweed 
when swayed by the passage of water through the 
crevices of.a pool or by the current. Doubtless these 
are an aid to concealmént, and possibly a source of 
attraction to inquisitive fish or crustaceans. I have 
several times tried tv preserve the beautiful coloring 
of the skin of one of these sharks, but have always 
failed. The outlines of the markings have remained, 
but the colors soon faded. 

The Blue Pointer is an exceedingly handsome shark, 
with a graceful, tapering body, long, projecting snout 
and an undershot mouth, provided with razor-sharp, 
non-serrated teeth. It is exceedingly swift in its move- 
ments, and can turn with lightning-like 
rapidity. The skin on the back and head is 
blue, growing lighter on the sides, and the 
belly a pure white. 

This shark is more dreaded by the Aus- 
tralian line fisherman than any other, for 
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when two or three of them make their appearance, it 
is almost impossible to draw a hooked fish to the sur- 
face. I have frequently seen these monsters seize half 
a dozen hooked fish in quick succession upon as many 
lines and then, finding himself hooked, twine the lines 
round and round his body in his rage and efforts to 
escape. ; 

It is always best; when not more than two or three 
of these brutes begin to persecute, to at once bait the 
shark tackle, hook and then haul them alongside in 
turn, and sever the spine at the juncture of the tail 
with a hatchet; then, if the boat is large enough and 
will stand the severe shaking, club them on the head, 
cut the lines and let the carcasses sink. But this can 
only be done when the boat is manned by at least 
three men well used to the danger of having an angry 
Blue Pointer alongside, lashing the water into foam, 
and snapping his jaws wildly in the chance hope of 
getting something between them on which to vent his 
fury. But even after having rid themselves of their 
enemy, the fishermen must up anchor and move to 
fresh ground, other Pointers, and perhaps a dreaded 
Gray Nurse or two, would be sure to find the ground 
ere Jong anc, disdaining for the time being the bodies 
of their brethren, devote themselves to the fishing lines. 

As far as I can remember, I know of only three in- 
stances in which human beings have been taken by 
Blue Pointers on the Australian coast. One occurred 
long years ago. A man-servant of Mr. Benjamin Boyd, 
seeing several Blue Pointers cruising about the base of 
some slippery rocks, foolishly baited a heavy shark line 
and lowere¢ it down. It was at once seized; and the 
unfortunate man actually tried to drag a 14-foot long 
shark, weighing many hundreds of pounds, up onto the 
rocks! He slipped, fell in and was torn to pieces in 
a few seconds. . a, 

In another case, almost the same thing Rappexz 
A fisherman, furious at losing so many fine schnapper 
by several of these voracious creatures which were 
hanging around his boat, made a thrust at one with a 
lance. He overreached himself and was at once de- 
voured. In the third instance, a poor half-caste lad, in 
endeavoring to sever the tail of a Blue Pointer which 
was fast in a bowline alongside the boat, was knocked 
overboard by a blow of the tail, and was at once car- 
ried off by a second shark. 

During the summer when the so-called sea salmon 
swarm into the Australian tidal rivers by countless 
thousands, the Blue Pointers and a small kind of Tiger 
shark create fearful havoc among their serried masses, 
and for days and days the beaches are strewn with 
salmon bitten in halves. 

The Gray Nurse, like the White shark, is noted for 
its daring ferocity.

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HBM Winston Churchill declared that the war 
fe each day taking the lives of 1000 men of 
the English race, the appalling human cost 
of the European conflict was vividly brought 

home to the. heart. 

But the horror of this fact pales when science as- 
sures us that in the United States, which is at peace, 
2500 needless deaths occur every day from disease; 
or, in other words, that every year nearly 1,000,000 
men, women and children whose liveg might have been 
preserved are permitted to die. For a moment attempt 
to. visualize 1,000,000 funerals, with their millions of 
mourners—and then remember that this vast concourse 
of loss and sorrow could have been absolutely prevented. 

In an effort to combat the enormous wastage of 
precious lives prominent men have organized the Life 
Extension Bureau in New York, which is “dedicated 
to the work of human salvage.” Former President 
William H. Taft is chairman of the board of directors, 
and Gen. William C. Gorgas of Panama Canal fame is 
consultants on sanitation. The president of the asso- 
ciation, Elmer E. Rittenhouse, tells in the following 
article of the national peril and the plans essayed to 
overcome it. 


By ELMER E. RITTENHOUSE. 


T is estimated that the total annual deaths in 

the United States number about 1,500,000. 

Statistics indicate that fully 60 per cent of 

this mortality, or 900,000, is due either to germ 

diseases, which are or will be wholly prevent- 

able, or to diseases of the vital organs, in the 

vast proportion of which death may be pre- 

vented or deferred by adopting healthy living condi- 

tions. Each day there occur approximately 2500 need- 
less deaths. 

It ig true that the general death rate has declined in 
recent years and that the average length of life has 
increased. The average person interprets these facts 
to mean that the race is growing stronger, that its 
capacity for standing the stress of modern life is in- 
creasing. The fact is overlooked that the decline in 
the death rate is almost wholly due to the saving of 
lives in infancy, childhood and early adult life from 
germ diseases. In fact, the death rate in middle life 
and old age from degenerative diseases of the vital or- 
tens has increased steadily for years. The declining 
death rate, then, means not that we have grown phys- 
ically stronger, but that we have learned to step around 
certain dangers. 


In the short period of 10 years, the census shows that 
the death rate from the following organic diseases in- 
creased in a group of more than 5,000,000 occupied males 
ac follows: Diseases of the nervous system and apo- 
plexy, 19 per cent; diseases of the heart, 29 per cent; 
diseases of the kidneys and urinary system, 43 per cent, 
and diseases of the liver and digestive system, 34 per 
cant. In the same group for the same period the fatali- 
ties caused by typhoid, tuberculosis and pneumonia (all 
germ diseases) decreased respectively 5, 43 and 41 per 
110,000. 

Evidence found in the mortality records indicates a 
marked decline in the power of American workers to 
withstand the strain of modern life. In the natural 
corde: of things, the human machine will wear out and 
le must end. But why should Americans wear out 
sooner, now, than they did a few years ago? Why have 
the chances of early death after reaching the prime of 
life increased? 


How do we know that this has happened? Because 
of the extraordinary increase in the death rate from the 
breakdown of the heart, arteries, kidneys and the nerv- 
cus and digestive systems. 


These are the diseases of old age. They are a Ras 
down into middle life and below and increasing there. 
And these slowly developing afflictions are not only 
cutting off the working productive period of life at its 
prime, but they are lowering the working capacity of 
the individual often before he realizes it, or recognizes 
the cause. They are the concealed enemies of alertness, 
accuracy and efficiency. 

The Life Extension Institute has given thorough phys- 
ical examinations to a large number of officials, clerks 
aud other employes of banks and commercial houses. 
These were the results: Only 3 per cent were normal: 
3&8 per cent were found with minor impairments or 
tendencies indicating the possible early approach of 
cisease, which, with proper attention, could be headed 
off; 51 per cent had from moderate to serious impair- 
ments needing medical treatment or supervision, and 8 
per cent were seriously impaired, requiring immediate 
medical attention. All of the last two classes, or 59 
per cent of the whole, were sent at once to their doc-

Let us for a moment compare the human 
organism to the machinery of a loc»motive. 

Accidents to the locomotive correspond to 
the germ diseases, which are really accidents, 
and in time will doubtless all be prevented. 

In the wear and tear of the valves, boiler 
tubes, cylinders, bearings and other vital parts 
of the locomotive, we have organic diseases— 
the diseases of degeneration; for the life of 
the locomotive, like that of man, is determined “ the 
strain which is put upon its hardest working parts. 

There are two general causes for shortening the life 
of a locomotive which also apply to the human machine. 
If it is originally defective or structurally weak, the 
stress of service soon puts it out of commission. If its 
machinery is not properly cared for, it will soon go to 
the scrap heap. 

But we treat this machine of metal better than we do 
the human machine; every bearing, every point of fric- 
tion and strain is carefully watched. The engineer and 
fireman are constantly inspecting the vital parts, and 
they are ever on the alert for the slightest change in the 
normal sound of its workings, which to them would 
mean that something was out.of adjustment. In this 
event. they promptly proceed to correct it before dam- 
ave is done. The vitals of the locomotive are not only 
thoroughly inspected at the end of every run, but every 
so often it has a general overhauling. 


In running the human machine, we take no such pre- 
cautions. We feed it too much or too little fuel. We 
overstrain its valves, tubes (arteries) and its vital parts 
generally by making it carry a heavier load than it 
should, and by excesses of various kinds. We give lit- 
tle heed to the proper adjusting of our food to the needs 
of the body, and to the proper disposal of poisons and 
waste. 

The fact that the heart, arteries and kidneys are 
among the very important organs that never rest does 
not impress us. We know that they toil day and 
night, that they were working when we came into the 
world and that their task is continuous until we leave 
it. Common sense tells us that the strain upon these 
vital organs is excessive and that they should have the 
best of care. 


But instead of having this delicate and complex ma- 
chine of ours professionally inspected from time to time, 
to head off trouble in its early development, we wait 
unti! by overstrain or neglect some valve or tube or 
other important organ is injured. Then we clamor 
loudly for the doctor to repair and restore this machine, 
which has been damaged and perhaps ruined beyond 
hope 

The stupid and perverse practice of ignoring the pos- 
sibility of sickness until stricken with it is costing the 
American people 900,000 premature deaths every year, 
and an enormous amount of needless sickness. 

The-best available evidence shows that American 
life waste from the degenerative diseases is ex- 
cessive: that it is increasing rapidly, both in 
city and in rural populations, and among both 
native and foreign-born elements; that it is in- 
creasing in the younger age groups, but in great- 
er ratio in middle life and old age, and that this 
increased mortality has caused an increase in 
the general death rate commencing with the age 

group from 40 to 50 years. 

In short, American vitality seems to be de- 
clining. In view of this evidence, may we not 
well consider these questions: 

How much longer may we hope to meet suc- 
cessfully the struggles of peace and war with the

This has been caused by the marvelous gain in our wealth, 
in time-saving and labor-saving devices and in cheap transportation. 
With all this has also come a change in the nature and richness of 


our food.

Thus he began a busi- 
ness which has lasted for 37 years in which he has 
used his own brains and the hands and legs of others.

The second 
was with a young man, Edwin Pendleton, who, after 
being associated with him for six years, married the 
daughter, Lucy. Mr. Clark declares the faithfulness 
and integrity of his associates was indispensable to 
his later success. 


As everyone who has lived in the country knows, 
the livestock business is one in which the risks are 
great and the returns are uncertain. A good season 
will mean a big profit. but there are any number of 
things which may turn profit into disaster. A bad 
investment, bad judgment as to the quality of the ani- 
mals, an unpropitious crop year, accidents of climate, 
a sudden overturn of the market, epidemics of diseases 
outside influences which can neither be measured nor 
forecast—all of these things affect it vitally.

Mr. Clark says he got so used to seeing animals in 
the same surroundings, as he looked from his east 
window, that he rarely made a mistake. Moreover, 
although the scales were 100 feet away, he could tell, 
from the position of the weights and gauge, within 10 
pounds of what any consignment was weighing. 

He was not so fortunate when he trusted to the 
ability of some of his lieutenants. One of his heaviest 
losses was when a man he had sent to lowa to buy 
cattle overguessed their average weight by many 
pounds and had to pay the difference. 

In addition to his livestock business Mr. Clark man- 
aged his 180-acre farm. To some of his employes. the 
retentiveness of his memory and his ability to 
visualize things that were happening were astounding. 
“Why, that man,” a negro hand once was heard to 
declare, “can look out of that window, clear around the 
barn and into the basement.” 

He knew the condition of every piece of machinery, 
every bit of equipment, all the fences, gates and sheds 
on the place. He saw to it that the house was kept 
painted and everything about it was in good repair.

While 
a decent living could be made at 
farming, the rewards—and the 
risks, too—were much greater in 
the livestock business and it was 
inevitable that, for an ambitious 
young man as Alex Clark was, 
there could be no permanent con- 
tentment in the humdrum routine 
of ordinary farming. 

He was still very young when he 
began making long trips across 
the prairies into Missouri and Kan- 
sas, buying cattle and driving them 
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back to Illinois. For weeks at a 
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time he lived in the saddle and 
while the hardships were so great . 
that, he says now, he used to de 
clare every trip would be his last 
one, yet, when the returns came in 
and he glanced at the profit side of his ledger, he would 
forthwith determine to make another excursion. 

When the Civil War broke out, he made two unsuc- 
cessful attempts to enlist in the Union army. The 
second attempt, in 1863, was on the point of success 
when an uncle appeared and forbade the recruiting 
officer to enroll him, saying the boy was too young and 
his parents might not consent. He was bitter against 
this uncle but the bitterness passed away when the 
uncle himself enlisted and ultimately succrvmbed to 
the hardships of a campaign in the South. 

By the summer of 1879, Clark had prospered so far 
that he determined to build a home on a farm he 
owned about a mile and a half fiom Mount Sterling. 
What with investments in his business and security 
notes he had signed he then owed about $3000 and 
he would have to go into debt $1000 more for the 
house, but that appeared a mere trifle, as his ability 
to make money was already established. The founda- 
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Dealers would bring their cattle in front of his window, from which he inspected 
them. He is expert in judging their weight by sight and 


rarely makes a mistake. 


Mr. Clark declares that not a single year of the 37 has 
failed to “see us come out ahead.” 

While he relied considerably upon his associates 
and employes. his own judgment as to the worth and 
quality of the stuff he bought was the final word. 
Somebody would tell him that a certain lot of hogs, 
for instance, was for sale and appea*ed to be worth so 
much. He would send word to the owne: to bring 
them around. They would be driven into his feed 
lots and he would look at them from his window. 
Then he would either make an offer or reject them on 
the spot. When he made an offer it was to be accepted 
or declined, with no jockeying about price. He knew 
exactly what he wanted and how much he would pay 
fur it and everybody else knew that he knew. 

It is said that his ability to guess at the weight 
of animals was marvelous. It was a common practice 
among stock dealers to “guess off” animals without 
weighing them. Thus a seller would have a con-

a widow’s,” he likes to say, “but 
they were always surprised.” 

He admits that he worked his men 
hard and that he kept close account 
of what they were doing, but de- 
clares no man who ever worked for 
him once was unwilling to do so 
a second time. He knew almost to 
a minute when a given piece of 
work should be finished and, if 
there was delay, made it his busi- 
ness to find out the reason. 

Once a neighbor reported to him 
he had overheard two of Clark’s 
hands agreeing to suppress the in- 
formation that one of his teams had 
run away. One of these men was 
driving a team of mules to an old 
plow and the other a team of horses 
to a new plow. Next day Clark told 
the man with the mules to hitch up 
to the new plow. 


“From that time on,” he remarks 
with a chuckle, “there was so much 
jealousy between those two chaps 
that there was no further danger 
of them getting together in an 
agreement to keep information from 
me.” 

It was to afford him means of 
communicating with people he and 
his partner dealt with in Mount 
Sterling that the first telephone line 
in that section was built. It was 
Mr. Clafk’s business acumen that made it possible. 
Later when other farmers’ lines were built, a stock 
company was formed in which he was a principal 
stockholder. Later the plant was sold for $12,000 and 
became the nucleus of the present Mount Sterling 
exchange. 

Although he never was an irreligious man, Mr. 
Clark's malady quickly brought him to a sober view of 
life. He determined to join the Mount Sterling Dis 
ciples of Christ Church. Being a firm believer in 
immersion as the Scriptural baptism, he procured a 
big bathtub, sent for a minister and was baptized in 
his own home.
